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The research project Design of Information Systems in the Social 
Sciences (DISISS) was carried out between 1971 and 1975 with the support 
of a grant from the British Libraiy Research and Development Department 
(formerly the Office for Scientific and Technical Information). The 
central team was based at the University of Bath, and assisted by 
researchers at the Polytechnic of North London School of Librarianshipj 
and the Open University. The results of the research are reported in 
two series of papers. These reports can be obtained individually on loan 
from the British Librai^y Lending Division , Boston Spa 5 a limited number 
are available for purchase from The Library^ Bath University^ Claverton 
Down, BATH BA2 7AY. 

This report was prepared largely by Stephen Roberts under the .

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The whole of DISISS is concerned with gathering inforination that 
ip necessary or helpful to the better desi^ of infonnation systems and 
services. Inevitably, much of the research has focussed on published 
indexing and abstracting services, since they form at present such a 
large part of the formal information system* Assuming the continued 
existence of such services ^ at least for the iimediately foreseeable 
future, several basic questions need to be asked about them; 

1. How many should there be? 

2. How should they relate to one another? 

- should the distribution of publications among them 
be planned, ajid if so how? 

- what, if any, should be the pattern of overlap? 

3. How big (in size, breadth of coverage, and coirprehensiveness) 
should individual services be? 

U. How should they be arranged? (alphabetically, or classified? 
and if the latter, how?) 

5, What is the desirable freqLuency of issue, depth of indexing, 
presentation, currency, etc? And how should/can these 
characteristics be related to one another? 

6, How can cost-effectiveness be m.ximised? 

' Some guidance on 5.5 and on part of 3* and is given by the 
research reported in DISISS Reports A3 and B3. Some data relevant to 6* 
is reported in DISISS Working Paper no. 9. This report is concerned with 
some Of the other questions. 

Until now, a proliferation of abstracting and indexing services, 
growing at least as rapidly as primaiy journals, has been accepted as 
inevitable, if not desirable* But INFROSS^ showed that, like other users, 
social scientists used only 1 or 2 secondaiy services - not enough, 

^ INraOSS ^ Investi^tion into Infomation Requirements of the Social Sciences 
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presiunablyp to give them adequate coverage of their subjects , but this 
was only a presumption ^ since few good studies of coverage had been 
undertaken in the social sciences^ although there were precedents in 
science (Martyn and Slater, 196^1 Martyn, 1967). While inadequate 
coverage of individual services can lead to problems for the user with 
limited time and motivation ^ as also for the library with limited 
acquisition f imds ^ overlap can lead to selection problems snd unnecessary 
e3cpenditure for the libraiy, and a general waste of production resources* 
Inappropriate allocation of primary materials between different services 
by subjects form, language, or count ly of origin cm also give rise to 
problems for libraries and users ^ especially the latter 5 who have first 
to find out which services to use and may then have to use several* 
Finally, within individual services material can be arranged and 
organised in a variety of ways - alphabetically by subjects or classified 
and if classified, broadly or closely, and by a variety of schemes. 

The obvious answer to 'how many' services there should be woiild 
appear to be 'as few as possible', but many specialized services ^ 
provided their contents confom to the needs of defined user groups, may 
be preferable to a few generalized ones. It is possible that in future^ 
with the prospect of comprehensive files of references held by computers 
both general and specialized services can be produced, and if subject 
patterns change (as they do continually) services can be adjusted from 
time to time accordingly* However, this prospect makes it more rather 
than less necessary to try and detemine desirable patterns of coverage 
and overlap = at least ^ to establish a methodolosr for deteraining 
desirable patterns* 

The research reported here cannot, even within the limited areas 
studied^ establish what overlap there should be between services, but 
it helps to show what the present situation is with regard to journal 
coverage and overlap, and provides some guidance as to the allosation 
and grouping of subject areas among secondary services. 
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2,0 REVIEW OF PREVTOUS RESEAI^CH 

A suimnaiy table of relevant research is provided as Table 1* 

Until con^aratively recently it is fair to say that the desi^ 
of secondary services, individually and as a whole , has not been approached 
systematically. User needs and preferences have rarely been considered, 
except perhaps ver^?' subjectively ^ and short term economic considerations 
and the presumed si^e and nature of the market have be^n the chief factors 
deciding whether or not new services should be started, what they should 
cover and what form they should take* 

Research carried out before I9I+5 is confined to a few papers, 
notably those by Bradford (1937) and Brace (1936), The immediate post- 
war years produced two studies ^ one by Ditmas (l9i^8) and the other by 
Varosaieau (I9U9), Varossieau circulated a questionnaire to 1^000 
seconda^ services and collected data on subject coverage^ journal coverage^ 
number of entries produced and type of abstract; more co-'Operation between 
abstracting services was proposed. 

Studies appeared spasmodically during the 1950s, A study bj^ 
HiTOrich (195I4) dealt with the coverage of medical journals by 37 
secondary services: a similar method (very similar to that reported here) 
was used by Sewell, McC^n and Kelly (1956) in a study of coverage of 
pharmaceutical literature by Mdical secondary services- Papers prepared 
for the International Conference on Scientific Corarunication in 1958 by 
Garfield, Gaudensi, Heraer and Rigby dealt with secondary services. 
Table 1 gives a chronolo©r of papers identified in the literature- the 
number of papers published since 196^+ is considerable. The studies 
range over all the imin subjects, although there are very few dealing 
with the ' humanities S within which only music and theolofflr have received 
much attention. This collection of studies does not claim to be 
e3diaustive, but presents a fair picture of the quantity and type of 
research carried out. By and large the research on secondary services 
has been non^cumiJ.ative.

In one advanced form, evaluation is carried out on an ej^erimental 
secondary service (such as the jS^^erimental Information Service for Ple^nfrs 
(EISP^))* Finally there are studies (E) concerned %ri. th infoiTnation policies 
which contain an element of description (C), and may make reference to 
e^irical studies to support their case. 

One way to assess the current effectiveness of bibliographical 
control in the social sciences is to examne the main findings^ of some 
recent research studies- Studies by Andry (1965)5 AimdMn (1968)5 Elliott 
(1969), Dews and-Pord (1969), Gdil (1970)^ Roberts (l97l)f mompson (l97l)i

In November 196^ an invitation conference on do^emnentation in 
eriminoloQT was held "by Aslib* A paper was presented by Andry (1965) on 
axiating documentation services Hn criaiAoloB^ and future nee^, veiy 
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little of the diseuBsion reported dealt with secondaiy services , and 
Exoerpta CrlminQloRiea (no%r Ahstracts on Criminolo^ and Penologr ) received 
only a paseing mention* No proposal was mde to inveatipLte secondaiy 
services, and there was no aystemtlc diseussion of the problems of biblio- 
graphical oontrols although more details were given of the bibliographical 
organisation of the subject. At the same conference Lewis (1965) presented 
a paper on documentation serviGes in general in the social sciences which 
gave a more systematic treatment , it tos noted that abstracting services 
were not numerous and that there tended to be a hi^ mrtality rate, A 
mjor reason for the shortage of abstracting services was the e^ense 
involved and the collection Md retention of a smtable staff of abstractors, 
Excerpta Criminologica was mentioned as one of the more successf^ ^and 
established seinrices. Lewis's final donment on secondary services is worth 
quotation: 'the present situation is one in which it is freq^uent for 
individual libraries to provide good and fast abstracting services for 
their particular clientele ^ but in which it is not easy to establish 
CD-operative or coi©rehensive sendees on a wider scale for the various 
strata of potential users' t No mention was made as to whether any analy- 
tical studies of services were then being carried out. The conclusion 
coi^d be drawn from Andry and Lewis that the situation in the social 
sciences and criminolosr was not very satisfactory , and that there seemed 
to be few clear schemes or ideas on how to ij^rove it which woiild have 
some foMi bf success. By contrast^ the survey of erirainologsr documentation 
by Wright (197^) seems more hopeftils and confirais the view gained by the 
present research that there have been subst^tial iBoprovements in the last 
10 years. At the same 196k conference a paper was given on the potential 
uses of mechanized and computer based documentation in erimnology 
(Tapper, IjSS)* 

Studies of coverage by secondaiy services of itema in selected 
bibliographies have been reported by ^rtyn and Slater (l96h) and Jtortyn 
(1967) • One of the tests involved the coverage hy Psychological Abstracts 
of items in a bibliography on motivation research. B0% of items were 
covered by PA. No other secondary service was tested against the biblio- 
grapl^. ^e tests carried out by Martyn and Slater dealt with the coverage 
BXiA overlap of articles ^ ^and not journal titles , as in the ease of DISISS. 
Ideallyp the itudiei of joimial coverage and overlap carried out by DISISS 
should be supplemented by studies like those done by Martyn and Slater 
(but see belowj 2.6.5 and 2*7.5). 



A review of dOGumentation and information problems in anthropology 
wae reported by .^sden (1968). Amsde n found that there 'W'ere fev good 
eervices comp^able to the 'best in other disciplines for either retro^ 
epective or current acGess to the literatiu'e. For retrospeGtive access 
the Harvard University Peabody Museum catalopie (published by G, K* Hall) 
and the Yale-baead H™an Relations Area Piles were eoimnendeap although 
actual use of the services was low (only 29% of respondents surveyed made 
use of the Harvard catalogue)* No cwrent general indexing or abstracting 
service was available for anthropolosr and an analysis of indexing services 
available indicated a worsening situation. The sections on indexing 
serviceg in the I963 and 1966 Ulrich directories were co^aredj to observe 
which serviGes covered the journals listed in the other parts of Ulrioh 
relevant to archaeolosr. In 1963, there were 208 journals; of these 30 
were covered^ in a total of kk mentions ^ in ik services. In I966 the 
nimiber of journals had increased by 27%, to 26ki of these, 39 were covered, 
in 76 mentions, in 2k indexes. Aiiisden concluded that the bulk of indexing 
of anthropolosr periodicals was done for the benefit of other disciplines^ 
serv^ices covering the anthropolosr periodicals included Catholic Periodicols 
Index/ Nutrition Abstracts and Reviews , Chemical Abstracts , Music Index and 
Applied Science and Technology Index . Anisden's studies confimed the view 
of the survey by Appel and Gurr(l96^) of low use of secondary tools; at 
the time it was reported that B9% of respondents were unaware of the IMESCO 
International Biblioaraphies of the Social Sciences . Current awareness 
facilities in anthropology^ were limited although there was considerable 
interest in mechanized services. ^Current Contents-type services were 
suggested as possibilities for the ^ture. Amsden coneluded that '^more 
reviews were requireds and that a proirpt cimulative comprehensive indexing 
and abstracting service was required which covered maps^ films and government 
publications as well as journals and monographs. To date anthropologists 
are still without a discipline orientated secondaiy service specially devoted 
to their needs* 

The doci:^ntation problems of psycholosr have received more attention 
than those of most other subjects* Secondary services have received con- 
sideration from Loutitt (1955)5 Osgood and mignesse (1963) » Siepnan and 
Griffith (1966) and in the studies conduoted under the PSIEP progranme 
(Project for Scientifio Infomnation Exchange in Psyeholoor) (American 
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PsyehologiGal Association, 1965) • PsychQlogical Abstracts first appeared 
in 1927s and has pioneered QOraputer--'based biTDliographical control in the 
social sciences I in its field PA is almost unri"vmlledj and there has not 
been qiii'te the proliferation of dociimentation services in general 
psycholog^^ as in other fields , although related services in specialized 
areas have developed ( Language and Languaqe Behayior Abstracts , Mental 
. Retardation _^bs tracts i Epilepsy Abstracts ; Excerpta Medica sec_tion_3S_" 
Psychiatiy ) , In the field of general psycholo©^ secondaiy services , 
Elliott con5>ared Psychological Abstracts and Bulletin Simaletiquei 
section 20 for coverage^ number and subject distribution of abstracts and . 
delay; PA was found superior to BS in all respects ^ but the latter could 
con^lement the former in coverage of European journals in medicine^ the 
hraianities and ornithologr. (Elliott, 1969) • When the study was under^ 
ta^en in 1965 PA covered 650 journals as against 190 by BS. 

Lewis (1965) observed that lav^ and management and business were 
two areas in which secondary services had shown somewhat more satisfactory 
development^ largely because of the stimulus of practitioner requirements 
in these subjects for efficient infoCTnation service* In 1969 Dews ajid 
Ford published* a con^rehensive study - one of the first of its kind - of 
existing documentation services in mnagament* The stimulus for the study 
lay in the suggestion that a new service was reGLuired, but in view of the 
large number of existing services which had considerable overlap, a 
detailed survey was indicated to see whether more intensive use of them 
would satisfy the need* On examination of 51 services ^ the following 
conclusions were drawn^ no single service provided adequate subject 
coverage for literature' relevant to management i there were too many 
services to search; British publications were badly covered, particularly 
in marketing, production and labour relations^ statistical and ephemeral 
news items were difficiat to trace ^ time lag in entiy was often greater 
than the tolerable average of up to 6 months 5 indexing was poor, making 
retrospective searching difficult; and a coir^rehensive service for 
management studies might be required to cover the UK literature. 

The coverage of primary journals by the secondaty services was 
studied, using the method of analysis followed earlier by Himwich (195^) 
and similar to that chosen by the present study. Aii estimate of the 
niJmber of relevant primaiy journals was assessed, using Ulrich as a basis i

material was "better thra that of USA materials hut this reflects the hias 
of Ulrich in eoTOring local and fringe material. The proportion of 
unique coverage of eertain jouroals by eervlces was fairly higji (df * the 
resiiltB for criminologr a^d public atoinistration Tables 7 Bnd ll). When 
the most frequently covered journals were compared with a list of most 
frequently used jouroala there was considerable dissimilarity ^ indicating 
that the eerviees were not entirely smted to British needs* Article 
covera^ was also tested by using a sample of most frequently read journals. 
Indexing of British mterial was inconpletes but this mght reflect the 
low level of relevance of the material for indenng: levels of duplication 
of article coverage were not imduly high 5 but American serviaeB had to be 
relied upon for coverage of much British materials 

In general a rather inefficient pattern of services existed in 
manageTOnt in ,1969.^ although in Bfelected areas a reasonably good eoverage 
of journals and articles was offered to the- user. No plaii was proposed 
for iD5>roving coverage or services but suggestions for further work were 
madsp One area in which a choice would have to be made wai^ whether to create 
new services or to base developments on existing ones. Since 1969 there 
have been piecemeal inprovements in bibliographical control* 

A siirvey of the main secondary services in the social sciences was 
carried out by Goil (1970), ajid although no, eicpirical studies of coverage 
were attested suggestions for iBopTOvement of services were mde, Goil 
concluded that a number of services were interaational in status, but 
there were wide variations in coverage. In 1969 World Affrioiiltural 
Eoonomics and Rm'al Sociology Abs tracts covered journals in lU2 coratries| 
the IBSS ( interoational BiblioOTaphy of the Social Sciences ) in I966 
covered llB countries for political science and 119 for economics 1 
Po-pulatiQn Index covered 81 countries in 1969 1 Asi^ Social Science 
BiblioOTaplxy and JouTOal of Asia^ Studies covered I8 swd 27 eo^tries 
^fespeetively. On subject coverage the effectiveness of services seemed 
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;. in doubts entries to IBSS between 1952 and I966 did not reflect the 

^owth in the literature of economiGS taking place during the period 
(Fletchert 1972, DISISS Report A2^ sections S,3.3 and k.l), Goil saw a role for 
the jmrious coimnittees of the ICSSID (international Commttee for Social 
Science Inforisatlon and Dpcmnentation) in promoting national and inter^ 
national control 1 national social science research bodies 1 he thoughts 
should take a more active role in documentation. At the jroment this 
trend is not daveloping for a ntjmber of good reasons ^ e.g. lack of 
resources s lack of policy infomation and feeling in some quarters that 
such centralisation would produce no greater benefits. A division of 
coverage was proposed ^ international bibliographies to deal mainly with 
the research literature ^ and joiirnals with more thaji quarterly frequency 
to be oovered by national services. The need to control the unpublished 
and semi^published literatt^e was also consideredj md also the problem 
of laiiguage barriers* 

The variation in levels of bibliographical control is illustrated 
by Roberts' study of current control of Journal literature in economieB 
in the UK (RobertSj 1971) 1 much of the assessment of effectiveness depends ^ 
on the criteria chosen- Roberts found that services in economies were 
ranked quite differently with respect to journal title coverage, depth 
of article coverage in an issue of a prim.ry jouLrnals coverage of a 
bibliography of references (literature coverage) and time lag. The 
best overall contribution to control was given by the slimiest level of 
service (contents listing) in Economo Joura al, ^i^ich however does not - 
atteB^t systematic subject control. The eo^ereial services f ailed, 
however^ to establish an acceptable level of subject control Roberts : 
concluded that the current control system was one of -si^al ineffectiveness*. 
Unlike the situation in management ^ where the coverage of British mterial ;^ 
by non-^British services seemed to be acceptable (Dewi and Ford, 1969)5 
there appeared in economcs to be no question of leaid^ng control to forei^ 
services I the British HimanitieB Index was suggested as a basis for 
improved current control » 

The stu^ by ThoB^son (1971 ) reviewed the sitmtion in economics 
and mnagement, as well as giving a detailed emmination of the coverage 
of 12 aervioes using 88 docments in education generated from the ILO=ISIS 
data base. The main problems identified concerned costs , time lags, 
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proliferation of services, duplication and overlap | in addition it was 
noted that ve^ few services circulated to more than 1000 subscribers 
world wide. Thompson's main conclusions were, that there is a continuing 
need for printed services^ but based on niachine files; that fOCTmliged 
controlled thesauri will give wi^ to natural language for retrieTOl; and 
that there appear to be four types of entiy which could form iimchine 
records - a basic reference with few descriptors ^ brief abstracts or 
PKCIS statements 5 information abstracts, and 'elite' abstracts of the 
type used by CIHF AbBtracts . 

A study of the development of International Political Science 
Abstrac^s^ ( IPSA ) by Ward (1972) showed that the number of entries had grown 
from lkk6 in 1950 ^ to 2206 in 1970; journal coverage had grown from 8k 
titles in 1951, to 127 in 1960^ and 355 in 19T0t the number of journals 
abstracted in full was much less; only 12 out of the 127 in 1960. E^^janded 
joiirnal coverage was accox^anied by wider geographical coverage* Coverage 
data was compared with the rank list of Journals cited obtained by the 
study of citations in political science by Steward (1970) and this showed 
that in 1970, all but one of the top 20 cited titles were covered by IPSA , 

The coverage of Dutch sociolo©^ literatiire by seven documentation v 
services was reported in a study by Ultee and Riesthuis (1972). A biblio- ' 
graphy of 389 publications (journal articles , reports ^ monographs) recorded 
in 1967 was used as a base for the stuc^. ^ Between them the services 
Povered 83^ of the references in the bibliography; the maximuin coverage of 
any one service was 58^ (Sociologisch Instituut van de Ri jksuniveriteit te 
Utrecht fiche service). Overlap was also studied in detail. 

The compilation of a bibliography on the sociology of leisure 
(Guy 1972) gave an opportunity to study the coverage ^ overlap and currency 
of references on the topic in the IBSS (Sociology^) .and Sociological Abstracts | 
the journal citation patterns and growth of literature in this relatively 
new sub'-field were also identified. Altogether 668 references , originating 
in 325 primary journals, were discovered in the two services* Only ^7 titles 
were covered by both services* Thus nearly 66% of titles cited in 
Sociological Abstracts were not covered in IBSS > It was discovered that 
material in IBSS was no more than two years older than the date of publica-' 
tion of the bibliograp^^ but in SA imterial up to ten years prior to the 
date of publication was included* No core journals were identified in the 
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R©gazzi (1973) studied the duplication in coverage of secondary 
eervicee covering religion and theolosri 12 services originating in the 
USA and k from elsewhere were studied, Almos-t all foreign titles covered 
'by the US serviees were duplicated in the international indexes, and the 
converse was also tmie. Less than half of the titles covered by 13 of the 
16 examined services are uniq^ua to any one service* Lack of co--ordination 
amongst the secondaiy literature was evident; the high duplication (oirerlap) 
rates reported suggest that the services have never formulated precise goals 
for themselves, nor have attempted to allocate responsihilities among them= 
selves . RepLZzi believes that specialization and centralimtion could result^ - 
in more efficient and effective service, Simlar conclusions are drawn by 
Brockway (1973) in a study of subject indexing of articles in religions and 
theological secondary^ services* 

An unpublished stud^ by Orna (197^) produced some useful evidence on 
the effectiveness of secondai^ services in the fields of jmnpower studies. She 
studied the coverage of articles in a SMple t^en from 10 priiiaiy journals | 
none of the k secondary services examined ^ve complete coverage of relevant 
articles. International Labour DocTOientation gave the best coverage. 

A recent seminar on inforaation services for social welfare reviewed the 
relevant secondaiy literature (Sheffield Universi^, 197^)* Because the subject 
is a wide ranging one with a strong practitioner element, and because no 
effective controls exists users have a choice of - or rather, find it necessary 
to rely on - mar^ services 1 both major services ( Sociolog ical Abstracts ^ 
Psychological Abstracts , Child Development Abstracts ^ Abstracts for Social 
Workers (all from the USA)) and more localised inde^dng services produced 
specially by orptnizations in the UK are avmilable. Such special services have 
the advantage that they can be tailored to local needs, but much duplication of 
effort is involved in their production, 

This^eview of the developing situation in the social sciences, 
especially if compared mth activity in science and technolosr suggests , that the 
present level of current and retrospective control is seriously inadequate* The 
studies of biblio^aphical control in criminolosr and public atodnistration 
reported in the following pages illustrate a situation which is probably typical 
of all the social sciences* 
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3.0 TSE APPROACH TO STUDYING COVERAGE AND OVIRLAP OP SECONDARY SERVICES 

3*1 Problems of studying ooverage and overlap 

Coverage and overlap cm be examined from an easting situation, 
but the interp±*etation of results will be limited unless covarage can be 
00B5)ared with some 'idealV coverage* The rere concept of an 'ideal' 
coverage begi ieveral questions. In the first placep it presuppoies a 
^coherent subject to be covered, or at least identifiable set of potential 
users* Nevertheless, in order to cost coverage at all, a list of materials 
that mi^t be covered is needed, so that the issue cannot be shirked. 

The potential coverage of a secondary service can be defined as 

(i) All items that might be classified as belohging to the subject 
area in a general classification scheme^ i*e* excluding 
relevant items in other subjects, hovever closely related ^ 
this would presuppose substajitial re^ilar use by persons in 
the subject area of other secondary services 
(ii) Ail items of direct and clear relevance to the subject area - 
this raises questions as to ' releTOnce' , and the inclusiveness 
assumes much overlap with other secondary services 
(iii) All items of potential relevance, i*e, a veiy inclusive collec- 
tion of iteiiis. The problem here is how to identify such 
items s at least unless and until there is a huge multi^faceted 
data base on which to draw. There would be vast overlap with 
other services* 

More practically, a secondary service can cover 

(i) All journals known or believed to contain relevant materiai - 
obviously some items will be mssed in this ways \mless other 
secondary services are scMned to pick up relevajit items from 
other primary jouraals; or 
(ii) the 'core' jouraals in the subject areas perhaps with the 
addition of such other ittmi as am be identified without 
excessive effort* 
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To test the actual coverage of a seGondary service 3 some base list 
indieating potential coverage is required. Ideally^ the base should be a 
list of articles and other itema; a con^rehensive bibliography of a certain 
aspect of the subjecti if one emstSj can Eometimes provide such a base 
(see I^rtyn and Slater 196^% and Mart^m 1967). Alternativelyj aM less ^ 
satisfactorily 5 a list of journals can be used* This will necessarily exclud 
monographs^ reports, theses 5 conference proceedings and other for^ of 
material; and it is not easy to construct a valid list of journals* Lists 
can be drawn from 'comprehensive- files of serial titles such as CLOSSS and 
Ulrich - and here the problem of identifying relevant titles ^ises| or 
they can be constructed from all the primaiy journals covered by all the 
seeondaiy services, in which ease the list may be either too inclusive or 
too exclusive. 

In the present study, with its emphasis on journal ^ rather than 
articles coverage and overlap, the problem of locating lists of potentially 
relevant mp.terial against which to test actual coverage was particularly 
severe* Using a potential list of journals from a serials bibliography ^ 
CLOSSS would have been the natural choice for DISISS = would inevitably 
raise objections as to the principles of selection and coverage of material 
for the original blbliograp^p and as to the selection of titles for the 
coD^arison* These are valid objections which could make the results of any^ 
coverage comparisons somewhat suspect* Some objections could be overcome 
by repeating the tests on a number of potential tmiverses of titles but 
the problem of discriminating between different sets of results would remain* 
It was decided not to undertake tests of this kind for reasons of validity, 
length of tiM to carry them out within limited projeot resources , and the 
low es^ected payoff* 

Lists of journals generated "by citation ajialysea are an alternative 
for testing potential coverage. One such list resulting from the smalysis 
of citations In crimlnolo^ journals was available to DISISS j and the 
consparisons mdt are discussed below. In effect, the present study has had 
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to use as a test of coverage the coverage of any particular service a^inat 
either the total primary journal coverage of all secondary services , or the 
particular coverage of any other individual service. Within the limits of the 
method of study chosen, vith its emphasis on primary journal coverage rather 
than article or item coverage, useful indicative results have been obtained, 
which are especially suited to comparisons with journal clusters obtained 
from citation data. 

3.2 Choice of subjects for study 

The choice of two areas for investigation was determined by interest 
and practical considerations. The characteristics required were that the 
field should not be too broad, that it should not be too self-containedj 
and that it should be of interest both to researchers and to practitioners. 

Criminology exhibits all these characteristics; it is a reaeonably 
clearly identifiable area of the social sciences, has some distinctive 
bibliographical services, and is related to other social sciences , especially 
psychology and sociology, as well as to other subjects such as medicine and 
law. The methodology of the study was discussed in DISISS Working Paper 
no* 3 (Bath University, 1972). 

For the second area the choice was more difficult. Several areas 
were considered and rejected, such as conflict and peace re h , social 
welfare and occupational safety. In the end public administration was chosen* 
Its boimdaries are less clear than those of criminology, t it whereas 
criminology is related to, and draws upon, several other areas in the social 
sciences, public administration falls mostly within political science* It 
is difficult to separate practical and academic aspects of p ^lie atodnis- 
tration from the wider literature of politics, social scienc.3 ajad public 
affairs. This is apparent from the analyses reported below. 

The difference between the two subjects proved to be a good test 
of the method of study. Public administration yielded a much larger data 
base, but in spite of this the analyses reveal patterns of coverage, overlap 
and bibliographical control in an essentially similar way, so that coi^ariion 
between the results is possible. 
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However coherent a subject area in the social sciences 5 ajad however 
clearly identifiable a group of potential, users ^ it is by no megLiis eertain, 
indeed it is ii^robable, that the subject boundaries and users would be 
similar in all countries, Criminolo©^ is a good emnple of this difficulty. 
In Britain it tends to be fairly distinct from forensic aciencej and only 
part3^ concerned with police science, whereas in the United States of America 
and most of continental Europe criminolosr includes both^ although there 
are regional variations in Europe (Scandinavia^ for exa^le^ being slightly 
closer to the British definition). It is worth noting Radiinowicz*s 
definitions "In its strict sense 5 criminolo©^ may be defined as the study 
of the nature of the phenomenon of crime and of the factors indiTd-dual 
and environmental - which rmy have a causal in^uence on^ or be associated 
withj the emergence of criminal behaviour and the state of crime in general. 
TOiis^ however^ should not constitute the whole subject-matter of eriminQlogr* ' 

The systematic study of all the measures to be taken against crime in 
the spheres of prevention (direct and indirect) ^ of legislation^ of the 
enforcement of criminal law^ of punishments and other methods of treatment 5 
constitutes an indispensable and inte^al part of criminologr" (Radzinowie^, I960) 

Public administration is perhaps more likely to be defined in a 
siffi^^lar way in different countries 5 but political ajid' social conditions 
would tend to make its practical boimdaries vary a good deal* Wiat is 
'public* in one country may be 'private* in another^ and what is openly 
discussed in one countiy may be regarded almost as an official secret in 
another. 

The choice of services raises a number of problems for any comparative 
analyses 5 the main one being that in criBainoloQr the services chosen are 
all closely identified with the subject^ whereas in public adaainistration 
the services chosen include some of less thafl central relevMce to the 
subject* In order to na^e a valid coi^arison between the two subjects it 
is necessary to confine analysis to a smaller 'core' saniple of public 
atoinietratioh services. There are four main reasons for the differences 
in composition of the proups of eeconc^ry services. Firstly the choice 
was mde on the basis of asking 'vniat services are there that are distinc- 
tively relevant to the subject in question' | thus 5 although Fsyohological 
Abstracts and Sociological Abstracts contain material releTO^t to criminolosr^ 
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to include them in the study as a source of journals relevant to crimiriology 
would have ■biased the study amy from criminology towards other subjects. 
Secondly, there were veiy few serviees specifically relevant to puhlic 
adininistration, in the same way as there ware in criminolosr. The two 
suhjeeta themselves are sufficiently different in character for the differ- 
ences to he reflected in their bibliographical services. Thirdly, and 
arising out of the second reason^ the distinction between public adminis- 
tration and, say, political science, social welfare, planning, law, etc., 
is less mrked than between criminology and, say, medicine and psychologr. 
Fourthly, it is difficult to draw aeeeptahle subject boundaries, and, 
without adeq.uate criteria such as aoumal clusters or citation frequency 
data, inadvisable to attenpt it, 

3, 3 Data collection 

A list^ of some 1,600 titles of secondaiy publications of all 
types was searched to identify all services relevant to criminolosr and 
public administration. Each was sent to a small number of es^erts in the 
fields concerned to ask for additions and to check completeness. 



The final choice of secondary services for each stui^ was largely 
determined by ease of access in libraries and availability through inter- 
library loan (in a few cases copies were donated by the publishers). The 
services finally chosen for analysis are marked in the lists in Appendix A. 
Six services were chosen for criminology and 21 for public administration. 

The main data bases against which coverage was studied consisted 
of lists of primary journals generated collectively by analysis of the 
secondaiy services. The limitations of these as bases are recopiised, 
but. as noted in 3.1, practical considerations made it inffossible to con= 
strict a more elaborate base. Separate lists were constructed for orimnology 
and for public administration.

services in 1970 the year chosen for study. Titles were reGorded on 
cards; on each card the secondary services covering the primary journal 
vere reeordeds and a note was made , of the place of publication of each 
priaary journal. 

In some cases the seconda^ service provided a list of titles 
covered, hut in the majority of eases the service itself had to be 
searched systematically* References to non-'journal mterial vera i^ored* 
In the present study, recorMng was done manually, but in any larger 
study it would be more s,atisfactoiy to record items in mchine readable 
form and analyse them by con^uter. 



The number of journal titles in the files was 6T0 for criminologr 



secondary services and 5053 for public administration. The files were 
kept in alphabetical order of journal title, to enable reference to be 
mde to the particulars of any primaiy journal* All other orders are 
established by search of the data file and coE^ilation of specific lists 
and tables; these operations are described in the next section. 

In addition to the check against journal titles, a limited study 
of coverage of articles was carried out, and with it a stu^ of time lag 
in entiy* A sajnple of articles was chosen from the most frequently 
covered primaiy journals in each subject and selected secondary services 
were searched over the period 1970=1972 to check coverage and time lag* 
Further details of method are discussed in section 5 #

From the distribution of primaiy journal coverages the extent to 
which secondaiy services overlap in coverage of journal titles ca^ be

The overlap caji be calculated by taking the total number of journals 
assaciated with each pair of services (A ^d B) and esgjressing the amount 
of overlap of A on B and B on A in number of titles or as a percentage. 
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(3) Proportion of primary journal articles covered "by secondaiy 
services. 

This analysis was designed to give an indication of the proportion 
of articles in any given journal that are covered by each secondaiy service. 
The study was done on a sample basis and as a result only a small amount of 
data vas collected* 

The method used was to count the proportion of articles in a sai^le 
of primiy journals (covered by the service) which were abstracted or 
indexed in each secondaiy service, A sa^le of primaiy journal titles conmon 
to a number of secondary services was chosen* articles published in these 
journals were identified (2$% sa^le) and the number of articles covered by.

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^.0 COURAGE AND OVERLAP OF SECONDARY SERVICES i CRimNOLOGY 
^•1 gecondayy services studied 

The six secondary services are listed in Table 2. 

BJC and JCL are both primary journalsg the fomer lists relevant items 
the latter, provides abstracts. ■ EJC ^ and JCL cover only journal articles, 
the remainder cover also books, reports and official publications (it coiold 
be argued that the book review sections in BJC and JCL provide partial coverage 
of these categories of publication). 

Two other services ostensibly concerned -rith crlminQlosr were: 
Revue de Droit P^nal et de Criminologie s which covered 7 priraaiy journals only^ 
and Abitraots of Bulgarian Scientific Literatures Economics and Law ^ 
CriminoloQr sections which covered only 2, Neither of these was analysed. 

More general services , such as S o c i olo g^ic a_l Ab s t rac t s , would be e^^ected 
. to. cover the literature of criminology to a greater or lesser extent^ but these 
ware not examnedi on the grounds that the services specifically aimed at 
criminologists were mora likely to be used by themj and if they proin^ded inadeq_uate 
coverage general services will da ne better. This was gupported by a test of 
overlap against two general services (see k.6 below). 

Coverage of journal titles _by_ secondary 5ervice_s 

(i) Basic cove rage 

670 primal^ journals in all were covered by the 6 services studied. 
Two titles were covered by all 6 secondaiy servicess 7 by 5^ 13 by 31 by Sj 
86 by 2 5 and 531 1^ one only. There were thus 6 'coverage groups'. This 
infornation is sujnmarized in Table 3 and lists of the primary journals in each 
coverage group are given in Appendix B. 

The two most frequently covered journals in 1970 were the Revue 
InteTOationale_ de Police Criminelle and the Revue Internat'l_qnale de 
Criminologie et de^Police Technique 1 neither of these is an academic 
research journal. The journals in coverage .groups five and four include 
BK^et of the ipecificaliy mainstream research literature of criminolo^. 
Coverage ^oup three also contains mai^ of the journals recopii^ed as 

ERXC'*'^^^^* fieldj e.g. Acta Criminologica l Howard Journal , Issues in 
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Criminolo^ ^ and Nederlands Tindschrift voor CriminQlo^ie ^ "but is also 
oontains some practitioner journals , some non-criminolo®r journals ( American 
Sociological Review^ Social Forces ) ^ and some of mainljr national interest* 
These four groups contain betveen them 8% of the journal titles | journal 
titles covered twice or once only ajiiounted to 13^ and 79^ respectively* 
Thus the vast mjority of jouraals were covered by only one service.

JCL is concerned mainly with forensic science and police matters ^ 
leaving five services which would be e^exted to deal with the research 
literature of crimnolo^^ although ^ has an understandable bias towards 
police science. However^ a look at the oournals covered hy fewer than four 
services shows that several significant journals are not covered by one or 
more of these four main services emraples are Acta Criminolo gical Howard 
Jouzmal ^ Issues in Criminology ^ Joiimal of Correctional Education ^ 'Austral iaji 
and New Zealand Journal of Criminology ^ Dalinouehcv ^d Society ^ Internationa 
Review of Criminal Policy ^ Australian Jouzmal of Forensi c Sciences ajid 
Correctional Psychologist . , 

This primaiy' analysis of coverage shows that the number of widely 
covered journals is proportionately very small , and that many of the 
journals covered are on the peripheiy of criminolo^. Quite a nimber of 
journals from sociolosr, education^ psychiatiy and psycholoar are found 



from rank group four downwards. LS^ CPA and AGP accoimt for the- main 
coverage of pri^mr^ journals ^ and in addition "bo "the main ci^iminolo^ and 
non— criminolo^ journals cover also peripheral journals ajid joui*nals of 
local interest (some of the latter clearly within criminolo^)* No 
service speGifieally covers all the criiiiinological aspects of law ajid 
recourse to the legal secondaiy services is therefore necessaryi the 
sajne may well be true of the sociological ^ psychological suid educational 
aspects of criminolo^, LS is probably close to comprehensive coverage 
of the main police literature , and for strictly criminological journals 
ACT^ comes nearest to comprehensive coverage, £ 

(ii) Ranlcing of secondaz^, services by j ouTOal_c oyexage 
=..j 

In Table h the eight criminologr secondary services are ranked 
according to their coverage of those primai^ journals covered by three or 
more services. The complete matrix of primiai^ jom'nals by secondaiy 
services is given in Table 5. 




As will be seen 5 the rank order of secondary services for total 
niimber of titles covered is slightly different from that for the proportion 
of the 53 most frec^uently covered titles^ BJC moving from fifth in the 
former order to third in the latter. Both AGP and CPA covered a greater 
number of the 53 most freg^uently covered journals , and their overall 
superiority in 19T0 looked michallengeable* Since then CPA has ceased 
publication 5 and the eq^tiivalent service published in the USA ( Crime and 
Delinquency Literature ) covers far fewer journals in totals and indeed far 
fewer of the 53 most frequently covered titles* 

(iii) Distribubion of jpurnals covered by each service^ according to 
extent of total cov erage 

The distribution of coverage by coverage group for each service is 
given in Table 65 which shows , for example , how nany of the joxirnals covered 
by a given service are uniquely covered^ how many widely covered, etc. (% of 
figures in columi A), All the services show a similar pattern of scatter 
across the coverage groups, with a greater or lesser proportion of once^ 
covered journals, ranging from between Uk% and 7lf of total coverage, TOie 
fairly long *tail' of once-covered journals indicates that the literature of 
interest to criminologists is widely scattered| while the small number of

journals eovered four or more times indicates that the coimnon core of 
journals in the literature as a whole is small, and that sub-areas of 
criminolo©- may be correspondingly large in ii^ortanee. rorensic and 
police science appear as strong sub-areas • the first two have their own 
biblio^aphical controls, although they overlap a BOQd deal with criminolo©^ 
(in which, as noted earlier, they are included in most parts of the world). 
LS and ACT have only kk journals in conmon. It is worth noting that from 
the cluster analysis of journal titles the following subject groups were 
identified: criminolofflr| legal researohj police and law| medical psychol- 
ogfi socioloQri psychotherapy 1 social work; and clinical psycholoflr. 

(iv) Proportion of .iournals in each coveraee grou p covered by each service 
The total number of journals in each coverage group is coa^ared with 

the number covered by each service, also in Table 6. While the previous 
section was mainly of interest from the point of view of journals covered 
once only, this part of the table {% of row B) is in the hi^er coverage 
groups. There were T journals covered by 5 services i only MS. and JCL 
failed to cover them all. 

■ 

Of the 13 journals covered by k services, only ACT and CM covered 
them all. In the group of journals covered by 3 services, a group containing 
31 journals, the maximum was achieved by ACT with 26 | the other four services 
covered fewer than half of the 31. Only ACT covered as many as half of 
those journals covered by 2 services. 

(v) Geographical distribution of titles covered 

The primary literature of criminoloar as covered by the secondary 
literature originates mainly in North America and Western Europe, and 
particularly in the USA, the UK and Federal Oennany. Smaller amounts 
originate in France, Italy, Eastern Europe and other countries of Western 
Europe (Table 7). Not unes^ectedly, the distribution corresponds to that 
of primary serials as a whole. ^,haB a wide geographical coverages in 
range of coverage of the Western Europewi^iterature it is only matched by 

although the actual titles covered diffe?, due to the latter.' s focus 
on police and forensic literature. This focus may make W of less value 
to criminological researchers in the UK than in ipite of its ^similarly 
wide geographical coverage. Since CM is no longer published, slightly 
■fuller coverage of North American literature is given by the European 
service ACP than by the survivdng US Bervlee ( Crime and Delinquency

The eoyerage of individual services calls for little coimnenti BJC is 
an indexing service included in a priinaiy journal and is designed for current 
awareness; it is "biased towards English iMguage material and concentrates 
almoit entirely on UK and ITS item^ 

(vi) Covera^ of whole suhject field 

The genaral problems of wm&Buring coverage are considered in 1*2*1. 
In this stufly, coverage was studied mainly in terms of journal titles covered 
A much more accurate measure of coverage is the number and range of items 
(articles etc,) covered^ but coverage of journal titles is a reasonably 
approximte measure ; a limted range of journal coverage must clearly 
indicate a limited coverage of relevant iteioiSs although the converse - that 
wide journal coverage indicates wide total coverage - is not necessarily 
true,, since many of the journals -covered' may be scanned veiy selectively 
and relevant iteM may be excluded* Even selecting journal titles against 
which to test coverage is far from easy* 

It coiild be argued that the sum total of journals covered by 
secondary services forms a universe of relevant titles* This is a dangerous 
assumption, but even if it is true 5 some tests are still req_uired to examine 
the relationship of this universe to other possible universes; this is 
difficult because of the va^ing size of different sets of titles. Howeveri 
if titles in certain sets of varying size omn be grouped (by frequency of 
coveragei citation^ use, demand or judged value) » it is possible to ipiore 
the tails of the distribution and coi^are only the more in^iortant titles. 

Criminolosr journals listed on CLOSSSi or in any bibliograp^ aimng 
at co]^rehensivenesS| provide one measwe against which to assess secondary 
services. CLOSSS lists 31 criminolo©^ titles current in 1970, aJid tJlrich 
(lUth edition) 195 titles under the heading 'criminology and law enforcement'. 
Direct coaparison of journals listed in these bibliographies with journals 
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covered by secondary services provee to be not veiy useful. Some way 

woiild need to be found of eeparating' oiit erimnologr and non^criminolos^ 
journale on the secondary services coverage list| even if this could be 
done satisfactorily the differences in siie of the lists' would prevent 
meanin^ul conparisons, Moreoverj many journals on GLOSSB Md in Ulrich 
which are not strictly or exclusively criminological may contain much 
material of relevajice. An alternative test is required*- 

Probably the most usef\il pmctical test does not atterapt to study 
the whole subject fields but compares the occurrence of the top 22 and top 
53 journals of the secondary service coverage list (i.e. those covered 
respectively by 5 or more services and by h or more services) ^ 

(a) Mong the 22 journals most cited by crimnolo^ som^cSf 
journals (the top 23 excluding Science )^ 

(b) among all journals cited 5 times or more, and 
(e) among all cited journals. 

The pattern is sunnnari^ed in Table 8. It is clear that there^ is a very 
si^ificiiit difference between secondaiy journal coverage and citation 
coverage (Appendix f)» That criminologists cite beyond criminolosr is 
e3^ected| but their need for infonnation in those other subjects is not 
and probably cannot be met by criminoloar secondary sendees, ^e citation 
evidence confirais that it is very difficult to demarcate subject boundaries 
in a practically useful way ^ that is^ in a way that reflects accurately 
the potential coverage requirements of criminologists. This is true 
however the potential journal universe is defined (by citation, use or 
bibliographies, etc*)* 

In view of the Importance of relating actual to potential coverage, 
it is wfortunate that more convincing and/or operationally useful tests 
are not readily possible* ^at the Malyses do show, in a rough and ready 
way, is that much literature of potential relevance to criminologists is 
not covered by services at present desipied for or aimed at them.

U,3 Overlap between seoondanr ser^ces 

The extent to which secondaiy services overlap in their coverage 
of the primaiy literature is shown in a series of matrices (Table 9) 
and as overlap combinations (Table 9), All overlap figures given are 
reported^ except where otherwise stated^ as the overlap of service A. on 
service B; for exa^le, AOT covered k3% of the titles covered by WC^ and 
this is described as ACT having an overlap of '45^ on BJC* 

The most striking thing about the overlap figures is the veiy low 
ertent of overlap between services* The highest recorded is ^5^ (by CPA 
on CDL ), and 3k% (by on CDL). The lowest overlap figures are those by 
jCL - 2^ on h% on AOT, and 5^ on ^ md 6% on LS, but had only 6% 

overlap on and BJC had only 6% overlap on JCL and LS. 

LS clearly stemds on its own^ partly because of its strong European 
bias, partly because of its Qrientation towards police and forensic science

studied in the geographical distribution of the .gourn^s it Govered. 
61% of the titles it covered were eovered by none of the other services 
(Table U)|.this is about the same proportion as CPA (59^)* but lower than 
the 72I of ^ (as noted, these last were losstly police and forensic science 
journals) . 

The overlap of on other seryices is ihowi in Table 9. The largest 
overlap (^5^) is on BJC ; the overlap on the two US services , CDL i3k%) and 
CPA (29^) is considerably less. The low overlaps on JCL (31^) aiid on 
(22$) are due largely to the forensic bias of the former and the police 
science bias of the latter. 

(b) Crime and Delinauency_Abstract3^ (CjA 

This service ceased publication in 1972* No issues appeared in 1970 p 
but in 1969 it covered 21k primaiy journals - the second largest of those studied. 
It had a strong North American bias* It covered kS (8l^) of the 53 moat 
frequently covered journiGLss these titles accounted for one fifth of its total 
coverage. The overlap on the other services is shown in Table 9* On CDL it 
had an overlap of hQ% and on the other US service ^ JCL , aJi overlap of 3l|. 

(c) Liste Semestrielled- Articles Select ionnes (LS ) 

This was the third largest service in coverage of journals ^ altogether 
196 titles in 1970. It had a strong bias towards Europe^ literature - 62% 
of the titles it covered were published in Europe il3% in Prance) - and 
poor coverage of North American titles (18I), Coverage of the mDst signifi-- 
cant titles (defined in terras of coverage by secondary services) was 
considerably lower than either CPA or ACT . Some J2% of journals covered 
by LS were covered by no other service (Table 9)* The greatest amount of 
overlap by W on another service was on JCL (3W)i but this is esqpected from 
the two main police and forensic science services. LS's overlap on the 
ser^ces of roughly eq^uivalent sise ( CPA , AGP ) was low ilk% aiid l6% respec- 
tively). This suggests that the bibliographical control of the police and 
forensic literature is relatively separate from that of 'core' criininolo©r. 

(d) _Cr i me an_d _Del i nq uen cy . Literat ur e ( CPL ) 

This service is now (197^) the main American=-based secondary service 
in the field, althoijgh its coverage ajnomted only to 90 titles in 197O. 
CPL covered 53l of the 53 most frequently covered titles ^ and these 
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represented 311 of its total coverage j slightly less than the proporbion 

covered by BJC ^ which is coniparable in scale of coverage to CDL . kk% of 

ite titlai were covered by no other service. The higheet degree of^ 
overlap was 22^ on ^L, and the lowest 6% on Th& North ^riciui bias 

was very strongi 62% of all jouraals covared were US or Canadian* 

(e) British Journal of Crimnolom- (BJC ) .^..^^^ 

For mn indexing service contained in a primary journal and designed 
iBainl^ for current awareness BJC covers a reasonable number of journals. 
It covered 31 of the 53 most freqLi;ently covered journals | the main exceptions 
were police^ forensic^ legal and some forel^ jom-nals, 36^ of the journals 
it covered were among the 53 most frequently covered, BJC indexed 38 titles . 
not covered by any other seridce. Overlap on otheir services rmged from 
19^ (on CDL) to 6% (JCL and JS). ^ ; . >^ 

(f ) Journal of Criminal Law, Criminolo^ and Police Science (JCL ) 

Kiis is also a primary journal ^ but it provides abstracts, rather 
than index entries as in BJC , It had the smallest coverage of the six 
services examined - 32 journals in 1970* In spite of this, nearly kj% of 
its titles were covered by no other service, and it covered only 21^ of 
the 53 most frequently covered titles | these were almost entirely concerned 
with police work, law, forensic science and detection. Its overlap on 
other services was ve^y low, 8^ on CDL being the highest| the other way 
round, LS covered 3W of JCL Vs titles, ajid ACP and CPA 31^ each* It had 
a strong toerican bias, 

U.5 Coverage of journal articles by secondary services 

As noted earlier (3.1) * journal titles offer on3^ a rather crude 
test of cqverp.ge| individual articles provide a better base for testing. 
As a supplemental^ test to that of title coverage six primaiy journal 
titles coranon to the six secondaiy services were chosen, and a 25l sample 
of articles appearing in 1970 was tsjr,en from them* This sa^le yielded 
56 articles. Because the ipriimvy journals from which they were taJcen 



were aovered by all six ieeondary serviaes exajninedi the test was eesen- 
tially. one of conprehensive Md. depth of coverage within journals eentral ^ 
to the suhjest (the six joiirnals were also the six highest on the citation 
frequenGy list derived from criminolo^ som'oe journals). All the 1970 
issues of the six journals with totes of puhlioation in 1970 formed the 
sampling frajae^ as the study ms carried out in 19739 1970 was selected 
to allow for time lag in coverage hy the secondai^ eervioes* As only one 
issue of Acta Crimnologioa is published each year all of its 1970 articles 
were included in the sample* For the reimining 5 journals a 25^ sample of 
articles was made by choosing eveiy fourth article starting with Jthe..first,. 

The joiirnals sampled werei Acta Criminologica l British Journal of 
OrimnolQgi,r ^ Crime and Delinquency ^ Joimial of Criminal Law ^ Crimnologsr 
and Police Science , Revue de Droit Penal et de Crimnologie ^ and Revue 
Internationale de Criminologie et de Police Technique , 

. For authors and titles of articles sampled see Appendix El. 

Coverage was tested against all six of the secondary sei;yi:ces "v^. 
exs^ned* Absence of author indexes in certain titles (e*gs LB ) made 
cheeking difficult* The services were checked from 1970 to mid--1973. .

To test the assi^tion that general aervices were unlikely to perfora 
tetters ^nd probably performed a good deal TOrse thm specialised servieeB, a 
test was nade of the overlap of eoverage of journal titles between each of 
the 6 crimnologr services studied and 2 general services — Psycholofliical Abstracts 
and SociolQ^ical Abstracts . As cm be seen from Table 13/ the perforaiance 
of both of these general services was very poor* They may of course have covered 
some relevant items not included in the specialised services; this might serve 
to show the shortcomngs of the specialised services, but at best would make the 
general services useful for no inDre thsji a s^plementa^ check.

In Table 17 the 21 secondary services are ranked according to their 
'd-overage of the 6k most frequently oovered priaaiy journals - those covered 
by 7 or more services. For analysis the 6k titles have been broken down 
into twQ groups all 6^* journeJLs and the 21 that were ccvered by 9 or more 
services* — 

Coverage of 10 or more of the 21 most frequently covered titles is 
achieved by 11 of the 21 secondary services . The poor performances of 
APAIS (l out of 21) and BHI (6 out of 21) are ea^lained by the restriction 
to Australian and British material respectively* BHI has a slightly 
better coverage of the 'top 6h* titles, for which it raiiks 10th Mong the 
21 secondary services, thwi of the 'top 21', where it ranks 13th. As in 
criminoloor (table'^ )i the rank order of sacontory services according to 
the total nimber of titles covered is not veiy closely related to their 
rank order by coverage of 'top' titles i The largest services are of 

eourse not necesaarily the most eatisfaotory for users, in tmrm of

Bearing in 
mnd that not all of these journals are W any aeems eimlly relevant to 
publie atoiniit ration I there are six ieeondary aervieei whieh achieve a 
high level of eoverage (Mt P^S , IBS5 , IPSA . PAA ajid ^) . IPSA t M md 
PAA s ail abstracting eervicei^ give good coverage of the jownals 
specifically ooncerned with public aflmnistration. The reimining three 
sewices in this group are perhaps rather lees orientated to public 
administration* Fewer than 20 of the 6k woMt ft-eqiuently covered journals 
can be considered as core primary jouroal literature of public adminis^ 
tratlon* The lesser coverage of such services as SSffl* RP^ s BIIAP^ 
RIPA and IPA may suggest more concentration on core journals ^ but this is 
not always the case, since some of the services are mora specialised 
than others, _ 

As will have been noted, it is difficult to assess the secondary 
services by using as a base for testing the most frequently covered 
journalSs because these include many that are not specifically 'public, 
administration' . A better, though somewhat subjeetive, test is by 
coverage of those frequently covered journals that are concerned specifi- 
eally with public administration. The three most frequently covered journals 
of all ( Public Administration , Public Administration Review and 
International Review of Administratiire Sciences ) are as it happens 
concerned with public administration, and an analysis of the eoverage 
of these is infonnative (Table 16). Three services - APAIS, q^GLO and 
RI - do not cover any of the three titles. In the ease of APAIS this is 
ej^lained by the fact that it is concerned solely with Australian material^ • 
QBQLC is orientated towards planning, and RI towards business and commerce . 
Anbar , CLCH . LPGA , Focus , SSHI and m each cover only one of the three 
journals. Anbar is mainly management relatedi and ^ cover British 



joimialej as do Focus and BHI moreover^ all foiir eervicei are 
practitioner^priantated. SSHI is a general llttrature Bervice not Bpeei'- 
fically geared to reeearoh needi. BIIAF and IMS each cover t¥o of 

the three journals* 

The remaining eeconda^ eervices cover all three journals* Three ' 
of theee are concerned mth polltioal ecienee ( IBSS ^ ABC Pol Sci , IPSA ) . 
One is more general ( PAIS ) i IPA is mainly coneeraed with planning and 
environmental issues | and PL covers labour ajid personnel mLttere, This 
leaves three services (excluding BIIAP ) which seem to he strongl^r identi"^ 
fied with public administration , one Britishi one produced in the USA and 
one in India - RIPA (index entries)p BPGD (index entries) and PAA . 

(iii) Distribution of journals covered "by each service according to 
ejrtent of total coverage 

Kie distribution of coverage p by coverage group for each service 
is given .in Table 18* -Oh the basis of jouraals covered only by the 
service in question^ the services cm be divided into two ^oups - the 
first where once=covered journals outnumber those in each of 'the other 
coverage groups $ and the second where they are outnumtoered by ajiy of the 
other Coverage groups. Services in the second catego^ fall into two 
sub--groups; the first consists of the main political science services 
( iBSS , IPSA and ABC ) p and the second of Boms of the smller services, 
orientated to public administration ( LOOA p BII^ ^ Focus and QBOLC ) , 
Although this grouping my be accidental i it could be seen as evidence 
of a tendency, for certain services to cover central rather than peri"- 
pheral journals (if a peripheral jouraal can reasonably be defined as 
one that is covered by only one service)* 

As with criminole^ (Table 6 )* within each service in public adminis 
tratlon there is a general pattern of scatters from a fair number of 
onee^covered jouTOalii through a gradually diminishing number of joum^s 
covered more than once to a small nmber of esctensively^covered journals, 
except in the cases above p where once^covered journals are not the most 
numerouB category.

The long tails of once--covered journals indicate a wide scattering 
of coverage 5 vhieh is partly ej^lained by the heterogeneous selection of 
gervicee studied for puhlic administration ^ but more by the fact that many 
of the peripheral journals are of very little relevance to public adminis" 
tration (see Appendix C)* Because public administration spreads across 
political sciences management and social and environmental planning there ii 
a high level of noise in service coverage from peripheral journals in the 
other subjects, ^ere are few services specific to public administration 
and the more general or related services are bomid to have high noise levels 
so far as"^ public administration is concerned. 

(iv) Proportion of journals in each coverage group covered by ea ch service 
Table 18 compares the number of journalB covered by each service 

with the total number of journals in each coverage group. There are two 
points of interest in this data* The coverage by services of journals in 
the higher coverage ^oups provides an estimate of their coverage of the 
major literature of the field; and secondlyi the data shows that the 
relationship between actual and potential coverage is affected by the sise of 
the service* For exaraple, M covered more tha^ half the journals on the 
public administration file^ so its coverage of titles within each coverage 
group is high, eBpecially in the lower coverage groups, e,g, 33^ of once^ 
covered journals ajid 56^ twice^covered journals • 

On journals covered 11 or more times * there was either 100^ coverage , 
or none at all beoause there was only one potential journal in each group* 
The 165 journals covered 5 or more times form a suitable basis for assessing 
the coverage of the main literature relevant to public administration* 
BA covered lk6 of them, followed by IBSS (II8), IPSA (ll5)» ABC (102), PM 
(101). and PAIS (97). 

(v) Geographical origin of titles covered 

Notwithstanding subjagt flifferencea and the larger number of servtoeB 
and prinmry journals analysed, the geographical distribution of titles 
cQverod by public administration secondary services is very similar to 
criminoloa^ (Tables 7 and 19)* North Merica and Western Europe are the 
main sources, except that id thin Western Europe France wid Italy are as 
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i^ortant contributors of titles as the and Federal Germajiy, Co^ared 
vith crimnologr^ the serYices studied represent a wider vmriety of types > 
eo that eontrasts in geographical coverage are more likely to oecuri the 
effect of larger coverage is also noticeaMei Locally produced servlees 
in the UK ( Focus ^ IiOGA ^ QBGLC ^ Rl) concentrate very largely on domestic 
titlass for different reasons^ BHI and ^AIS concentrate on UK and Australian 
titles respectively (both are general services desipied for national 
audiencas of users). 

BA (2,073 titles covered) and IBS5 {33k titles) deal with titles 
irrespective of geographical origin* The proportion of doBiastic literature 
(that published in the country of origin of the service) varies considerabn^r. 
Of the more widely known services 5 the proportion of domestic literature 
is 88^ in MI (UK), about 90% in RFOT (uSA and Canada) 5 about 30% in 

Pol Sci (l^A and Canada), 33% in IPA (UK), k9% in Anbar (UK), and 
kj% in CLCH (UK). IPSA md IRAS are both services with a good geographical 
coverage of titles 5 even though the latter covers only 56 titles. Of the 
three services specif ieally orientated to public actoinlitration, V^GP is 
restricted alinost entirely to US and Canadian titles 1 and some 73% of RIPA 
coverage is of UK and North Americm titles; only Public A^idnlBtration 
Abstracts has a good geographical coverage ^ although it is heavily concentrated 
on Asian (mostly Indian), North toerican and UK titles* None of these three 
services gives adequate coverage in depth of the other European literature , 
for which it is necessai^ to use BA^ IPSA and IBSS * ^bar and CLCH give 
reasonable coverage of Western European and North American literature, but 
veiy few of their titles are relevant to the central area of public, adminls'" 
trationt 

(vi) Coverage of whole sub.ject field 

A similar sat of tests to those described in 2,6,2 (lli) Is required 
ideally for public admnistration. However , demarcation of the potential 
universe of journals is even more difficult than in criminology ^ there ' 
appear to be many more of them, and *they are scattered over a wider range 
of subjects* A restricted definition of the universe of journals could be 
used. It could be argued that those listed in Ulrlch (l^th edition) 
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represent inteTOationally the most importmt titles- A liet of 281 titles 
(periodicals and yeartooks) listed by the British Council (196^ ) could 
represent the most import^t materials for UK public administration and it 
could therefore be argued that services published in the should atten^t 
to cover all or most of the titles. Fewer titles (87 ct^rent in 1970 ) 
listed on CLOSSS, and these possibly constitute a satisfactoiy operational 
teat group . Mother approach vould assume that titles covered by a 
secondaiy service , e,g. Public Admnistration Abstracts a provide a good 
operational measm*e of coverage for at least one sepaent of the miverse, 
but this cannot of course be used as a basis for testing PM, (in fact » 
overlap of PAA with other services is small ^ see Table 20), 

Citation data from public admnistration source journals was not 
available in sufficient quantities to carry out a coj^arative test like 
that reported for criminoloar. Such a test would be likely to produce a 
different result* Because of the greater scatter of subjects and titles^ 
the contrast between secondary service coverage and citation as a whole 
(rather than for any -particiilar service) would be less than in criminoloari 
this ii^lies that my atteai^t to demarcate the miiverse of potential 
journals too narrowly could lead to gaps and incofteistencies in coverage* 

With a variety of possible universes of primary jom*nals and many 
secondaiy services available a great number of tests could be carried out 
without making it possible to draw very fim conclusions The only reasonably 
valid test would be against a co^rehensive bibliography of public adminis'- 
tration or certain aepects of it, and this did not prove practicable within 
DISISS. A study of existing services suggests that management decisions on 
coverage, which ultimately produce the patterns of overlap and relation 
between services^ contain a hi^ degree of arbitrariness 5 although a variety 
of empirical evidence mght be used to justiftr one coverage decision rather 
thaii another • 

- Better decisions on coverage are likely to be possible only when 
totally new criteria are applied. Citation olustering tmy provide such a 
criterion J although the problem of uncited journals will remain. The total

5 » 3 Overlap between aecondai^ serxic^^s 

Several useful sub- groupings of secondai^ services can be con^ 
structed from the main jQurnal overlap matrices (Tables 

The overlap between six services particularly relevant to public 
administration is shown in Table aO, Two of the six (iBSSs IPSA ) could 
equally be regarded as particularly relevant to political scieneej of 
which public administration is traditionally regarded as a sub-^field* 
PAA can be considered as a key services because of its si^e of coverage 
and obvious subject slant; it covers less than l6% of titles covered by 
IBSS and IPSA , although they both cover about 25^ of PM titles . These 
overlap figures cannot however offer any guidance to either the system 
designer or the searchers since they do not reveal how many of the titles 
covered by IBSS and IPSA are relevant to public admnistrations nor how 
many relevant titles are not covered by FAA , Assiiming that all journals 
covered by PAA are relevant to public atoinistrations the 23% coverage of^ 
these titles by IBSS ajid IPSA suggests that they are very inadequate as 
services for public administration. Converselys the l6% coverage by PAA 
of titles covered by IBSS and IPSA may or may not be a good performances 
depending on the relevance of titles in IBSS and IPSA that are not covered 
by PM * The tentative conclusion can however be drawn that up to six 
services would need to be used before an^rbhing approaching total coverage 
of public administration literature coi^d ba achieved, ^ 

Tables Zl and EE show farther sub^groupings of services relevant to 
public administration published in the UK and the USA, Jtony of the points 
raised in the previous paragraph apply* In the IK, the Index to Periodical 
Articles shows overlaps of between 30% and 65% on four services. Apart 
perhaps from LOGA ^ all the rest had low overlap on other services- Four 
services ( RIFA , QBGLC , LQGA and Focus ) were established to serve local 
neede, and two ( BHI and RI) are fringe public administration. No national

for only 0*1^ of all journals covered by the services analysed* ^AIS 
was included in the sajnple "because 'public affairs' were ejected to 
include public atoinistration, though it is obviously ve^ wide ranging 
and also includes educations trade and commerce, and eeonomc affairs. 
In fact, 90% of the titles covered are covered by no other service^ in 
clustering terms APAIS is the most isolb^ted service, the overlaps with 
the other services are all leas than 10^, even on the services covering 
less than 100 journals* APAIS wouJ.d clearly not be used as a substitute 
for any other service considered relevant to public admnist ration, but 
could well be usefiil as a supplement to other services , particularly if 
material relating to Australia was required* 

(d) International Bibliography of the Social Sciences ( Political 
Science ) (iBSS) 

IBSS is an indexing service. Its very long time. lag in entiy of 
material is partly due to delays in publication and partly because only one 
issue is published per year. Apart from M, which has an exceptionally 
large coverage of journals, IBSS is the largest research-orientated service 
in terras of titles covered* It is prestmiably intended mainly for retro- 
spective search purposes ajid aims to cover the most si^ificant literature 
published in the world. Its specific coverage of public administration is 
limited to a fairly short section of the classified sequence of index 
entries, but its wide coverage of literature in related fields would be 
appreciated by some researchers in such topics as congparative government 
and administration i . IBSS covered 55^+ journals altogether^ 17 of them in 
the 'top 21' 5 and 55 in the 'top 6U', Qpnsidering its size, it is perhaps 
remarkable that it covers only 6? titles (12% of i*^^ coverage) that are 
not covered by any other service. Only IPSA and ABC have a lower proportion 
of once^covered journals* This suggests that these services confine them- 
selves pretty rigidly to the central area of political science i and also 
that politics journals are covered widely by mray other seconda^'v .u^v?: :.^b 
in the sajiple. IBSS has a high overlap on the other politics sr r/ac-ei' 
ABC (56^) and IPSA 9781)^ and also on some of the services with M^ ^^tj^^'L 
bias to public a^nistration, BII^ (5W)s IMS (33%) and BIPA (ki^hj , 
Overlap on. PAA , the main abstracting service devoted to public admlnis^ 
tration, is only 27l* BA , however » overlaps IBSS by 891. 
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British Huroanities Index (BHI) 



BHI is con^arable to SSHI^ APAIS and PAIS in that it is Goncerned 
with the puhlications of our coimtryt and like them it is useM. for 
retrospective searching as well as current awareness 5 although it appears 
less freq_uently (1+ times a year) than APAIS and PAIS . However^ it is more 
ori'^^^ntatad to the htunajiities thaji the other 3 services 3 Md the social 
sciences take second place. Most of the material it covers is British in 
origin J with small araotmts from the USA^ Eire and Australia* Its value to 
public administration appears to be very limited* BHI covered 36^ jouTOals 
in 19TOs but only 6 of the -top 21* and I8 of the *top 61+', Some 12% or 
262 journals were covered by no other service* On 15 out of the 20 services 
analysed the raount of overlap was less thaji 10% and in no case was it greater 
than 21% (Focus). BHI does not offer the user in either politics or public 
administration a very good alternative service 5 but may supplement other 
services usefully for British material* 

(f) Interoational Political Science Abstracts ( IPSA ) _ 

IPSA is one of the quite large group of services which covered between 
200 and 350 journals in 1970* IPSA concentrates alMst entirely on achieving 
good coverage of one (fairly large) subject area* It gave good coverage of 
the 'top 21' md the 'top 6U' journals (l9 and 56 titles covered respectively) 
There were veiy few journals for which it provided unique coverage | it is 
similar in this respect to IBSS and ABC * With these three services political 
science appears to be well provided with secondary literature - an annual 
retrospective bibliography 5 a two^monthly abstracting journals and a rapid 
page listing ser-vlce for current awareness. Although overlap between the 
threa sarvices exists ^ certainly it is no higher than l6% ( IBSS on IPSA ) . All 
three services give a good coverage of the more in^ortant public administratio: 
material; this is qvLite ii^ortants because PAA , which is published in India, 
does not have the same wide distrib^ion to users interested in public 
administration. There are varying degrees of overlap on the other services, 
as can be seen from Tables 20 and E3| the lack or veiy low extent of overlap 
on Anbar^ CLCH , APAIS ^ QBGLC ajid RI is not su^rising. 
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(i) Public Administration A^straQts ( PA4 ) 

This service^ published in Indias .is the only one with a wider than 
local audience which is specifically orientated to public administration. 
It covered 331 oournals in 1970, including all of the 'top £1' journals, 
and 55 of the ^top 6k^ journals, these 55 oournals represented 11% of 
the total coverage of the service. PAA covered 120 journals (361 of its 
total coverage) not covered by the other services. The amount of overlap 
on other services tends to be low, even on the politics services i ABC (28^); 
IBSS (l6^) and IPSA {2k%) . The largest overlap was not surprisingly on 
RIPA ikB%) . The overlaps of the political science services on PM are 
as followE: ^ (22^), IBSS (27%) and IPSA (25^). Clearly, political 
science services are deficient in their coverage of the bulk cf public 
administration literature, as represented by the coverage of PM. The 
overlap of the other services, which are related, however distantly, to 
public atoinistration, is similarly low, although many of them cannot be 
fairly co^ared because they have one third or less of the coverage (QBGLC, 
RIPA , Focus , 



(h) Recent Publications on Governmental Probleng ( PFGP ) 

Like PAA, this service has a fairly definite focus on public 
administration, but its distribution is largely limited to the USA and 
it is desipied for rapid current awareness. In 1970 it covered 316 journals, 
of which lU were in the 'top 21', and 29 in the 'top 6U' . m (129) of the 
titles it covers are unique. Its greatest overlap was on RIPA (35^); it 
also had a large overlap on PL (29^) " the slant to the personnel literature 
representing a specialism within the practitioner rather than the research 
area of public administration. The overlap on ^A is quite small il6%)\ 
as both services are of comparable size, this presumably means that RPOT 
is orientated both to US domestic literature and to some subjects 
peripheral to public administration* PM overlaps RP^ by only 11% and 
PL overlaps BFGB by lB.9%1 the^ largest overlap on ^GP is by MS ikl%) . 
PAIS and ^GP together have a substwtial affinity with the aree ^ oosely 
called 'public affairs'* 
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(i) Index to Periodical Articles (Department of the EnYironment ) ( IPA ) 

Producad by the central British government department responsible 
for local government 5 this service covers, as well as public administration ^ 
architecture and planning. It has a wide distribution to libraries in the 
UK. It covered 305 journals in 1910, but only 9 of those were in the 
'top 21% and 17 in the 'top 6U'; the main reason is that many of the mora 
'academic' journals were not covered. Nearly half the journals covered 
(150) were unique to IPA . There was an overlap of Uff on L OGA (a UK-- 
produced service orientated to local government) and even higher overlaps 
on other similar services (Skfo on Focus and 60% on ^GLC ). Overlap on 
HIPA was fairly low (30^). The overlap of other services on IPA tended 
to be relatively low (below 20%) i RIPA covered 3% of its titles and LOGA 
lh%, while BA (the French indesdng service) covered l6%^ the size of this 
overlap being due to its very large total coverage. 

(j) ABC Pol Sci fAdvance Bibliography of Contents. Political Science j ( ABC ) 
In 1970 this service covered 26k journals ^ including 19 of the 

'top 21' and 56 of the 'top 6U' , The service is desired for current 
awareness i and vnDiad serve as a complement to OTGP for users in the USA; 
actual overlap between these two services being less than 20%, ABC covers 
all the specifically public administration journals in the 'top 6U', Only 
26 titles were unique to ABC (10^ of its total coverage). ABC had a kjfg 
overlap on IPSA , k3% on RIPA and 39l on IRAS , The overlap on BIIAP was 
29% and on SSHI 23^. The overlap of other services on ABC - an indication 
of the extent to which they could provide an altera at ive coverage - was 
greatest in the case of M (71^)* Simlar values for IBSS BUd IPSA were 
36% ajid 6k% respectively; SSHI had only 17% overlap on ABC. 

(k) Personnel Literature (PL) 

Like IPA this service is produced by a government body, though in this 
case it is toeriean rather than British, In 1970 the service covered 2Qh 
journalsj including 13 of the 'top 21' 5 ajid 17 of the 'top 6^'* It covered 
82 titles (39% of its coverage) uniquely* Personnel adininistration is not 
close to the central area of public admnistration research 5 but is an 
iinportajit speciality^ particularly in the practitioner areas of the field. 
PL covered all the main public adininistration joiirnals in the 'top 6U' 
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journals. The largest amount of overlap between ^pt^ and the other services 
was on {20%) anci RPGP (19^). PAIS had an overlap of 33% on PL; 

other services with a fair amount of overlap on PL were PAA {23%)^ RPQp (29^)5 
(19^) and BA (25^) . 

(1) Social Sciences and Humanities Index ( sgHl ) 

This service covered 203 journals in 1970. In fomatj it^is similar 
to PAIS . It covered 11 of the 'top 21* journals and 33 of the *top \ and 
ranked 7th in coverage of the latter; PAIS was onl^r one rank higher^ but it 
covered Ik more titles than SBHI . Some 90 of the journals covered "by 

SSHI were covered by no othRr service, but many of these were in the hiamanities. 
The overlap between SSHI and most of the other services was well below 105^, 
except on RIPA (15^), PM (l5^), IPSA (iW), IBSS (115^), and ^ (17^). 
Services with substantial overlaps on SSHI were ABC (23^) , M (^S/l), IBSS 
(30^), IPSA (231), PAIS (25^) and PM (25^). The UK service most like SSHI 
BHI ^ which overlapped the former by only 15$* 

Since 197^ this service has been divided into Social Bcienn^^ Index 
and Humanities Index . 

(m) Current Literature on Conmujiity Health ( CLCH) 

CLCT is 5 like IPAs produced by a British government department library* 
Community health ajid social welfare are not central to public administrations 
but may be of special interest to some public administrators* The fringe status 
of community health is reflected by OLCH - s coverage of only 2 of the 'top 21- 
and h of the *top journals (including New Society ^ Local, Government Chronicle 
SJ^^ Public Administration) . The service covered Vjk journals in 1970^ and not 
sm^risingly 121 (70^) of these were covered by no other service. Although a 
high level of overlap between CLCH and other services woul^.d not be ejected, 
there was some overlap on the other British services - RIPA (ll^), LOQA (l7f)i 
QBGLC (23l)s and Focus (36^). The overlap of other services on CLCH was below 
lO^s and mostly below 5%\ the exception was IPA , which overlapped CLCTI by 12^ • 

(n) Anbar 

This service is desired primarily to meet the needs of management and 
business J the eloseo it comes to public administration is in the administrative 
Q aspects of majiagement . None of the main public administration jownals is 
ERJjj^ covered, except the International Review of Administrative Sciences . It covers 

...... £^ A 
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virtually no literature in politics and soGiology, in 1970 coverage 
amoxmted to 150 journals ^ of which 88 (56^) were covered by no other 
journal. Only 1 of the *top 21' journals was covered and 5 of the ^top 6U'. 
The overlap of Ajihar on the other services was usually well helow 10^ ^ 
except for two other IK^produced services ^ one being Focus on which it had 
an l8^ overlap, and the other being RIPA overlap). The overlap of 

other services on Anbar was generally low, although there were exceptions 
like M (I3f ), PAIS (15^), PL (ll^), ^ (10^) emd (ill). 

(o) Research Index ( RI) 

RI is, like Anbar » orientated to users in business and comierce. In 
I97O5 it covered 111 journals of which 7^ (61%) were covered by no other 
service. Services like RI, Anbar ^ LOOAt and QBGLC are not specifically 
concerned with giving a special documentation service to public administration, 
but, in the UK at least, they may fom part of the rsmge of services which 
users might encounter in public and local government libraries. (This is one 
good reason for including them in this study). Coverage by RI of the Mst 
si^ificant joiirnals in public administration was poor - 2 of the *top 21', 
and 3 of the 'top 6h\ in this respect LPGA mnd Focus had a slightly better 
perforroanoej and QBGLC a worse one* The overlap of RI on the other sendees 
was less than except in the case of LPGA (12%) and Focus (B%) . Overlap 
of other services on RI was not much greater ^ except for M (12%)^ IPA (ll^), 
and PAIS (8^) , 

(p) I^GA (Local Government Annotations ) ( LOGA ) 

O^is service covered 9^ journals in 1970-5 of which 21^ (26%) were 
not covered by any other service | it covered k of the 'top 21* and 7 of the 
top 6k journals, and within the *top 6U" confined itself to primary journals 
published in the UK. LOGA had a 1^9^ overlap on Focus (a very simlar service 
for UK local government), and a 20% overlap on QBGLC . There were overlaps 
of 15^ on RIPA , lk% on IPA , 10% on RI, and 9% on CLCH. The overlap of 
other services on LOGA included l6% for PAIS , 20% for Focus , 111 for PAA ^ 
12^ for BHI ^ 17% for CLCH and U7I for IPA .

(q) Bulletin de l^Institut International d* AdministratiQn 
Publique ( BIIAP ) 

Tngetherj IRAS , RIPA and BII^ form a group of minor secondary 
tools specifically orientated towards public adiBinistration. In 1970 
BIIAP covered 39 journals of which 3 were in the 'top 21* and 9 in the *top 
6k \ it did not however index Puhlic. Administration (UK) in 1970. It 
covered 11 journals (16^ of its total coverage) which were not covered 
by any other service. Overlap of BIIAP on other services was low (usually 
well below 5^)* except in the case of IBSS ^ IPSA (8^), IRAS (ill) and 

RIPA (9^)* In some cases the overlap of other services on BII^ was 
substantial - M {11%), ^§8 i36%) , IPSA (6h%), (361), "and PAA (28^). 

Howevers the large overlap does not necessarily mem that the overlapping 
service is ^better* ; it nay be larger like BA, and hence have a lot of noise, 
or infrequently published, like IBSS, or not widely available, like PAA. 
Some users may find the BIIAP service of mlue because it is small and 
selective 5 and comes as part of a primary journal to which they may have 
regular access. 

(r) International Review of Administrative Sciences ( iRAS ) 

This service is coi^arable to BIIAP | it is smlls selective and 
comes as part of a regular prima^ journal* In 1970 it covered 56 journals s 
of which 10 were in the 'top Sl^ and 12 in the 'top 6k'^ mother Ih journals 
(26%) were aovered by no other service. The greatest overlap was on RIPA (20^) 
The overlap of other serviaes on IRAS > eg PAA (27^) and RIPA (20^), was not 
perhaps as great as mght be ejected, but some other services overlapped it 
substantially - AE- (39^). M (6U^), IBSS (33%), and IPSA ik3%) ^ 

(s) Royal Institute of Public Administration - Accessions List ( RIPA ) 

In 1970 RIPA covered 5^ jouroals; apart from PAA^ it represents the 
only separately issued bibliographical service that could be specifically 
identified ^i"th public adndnistration. RIPA covered 15 of the'top 2l' journals 
identified, and 26 of the*top 6k\ and it indexed 8 journals which were not 
covered in other services* The overlap of RIPA on other services was low^ 
even when coir^aring services of roughly simlar size - IBM (20^), Focus (lO^) 
and gBGLC {lQ%) . Overlap on RIPA by other services included: BHI (19^), 
ABC (k3%), BA (5W), ass . IPgA (W). IPA (30$), I^ (20$), PAIS (32%), 

PAA (kB%), and RPGP (35$). 
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(t) Focue (Focus) and Quarterly Bulletin of the Greater London 
Council (London Research Abstracts ) ( CjBGLC ) 

These two services complete the study san^le of secondaiy services* 
Both are produced by local govenmunt authorities in the London area* ^GLC. 
has a more public audience because it is published within a primaiy news ^ 
journal; Focus has a more lindtd^d circulation* 



In 1970 QBGLC covered 30 jouraalSs only one of which was in the 
top 04 j and of which k were covered by no other service. With coverage on 
this scale 5 overlap figures are of little value; there was however an lB% 
overlap on Focus ^ 

Focus covered 39 journals in 1970, of which 3 were in the 'top 21* 
( Public Atoinistration (UK), Administ r ative Science Quarterly and New 
Society ) and k in the 'top Ck\ only 1 journal was covered by no other 
service. There was a 20% overlap on LPGA and a 23% overlap on QBGLC . 

TliB overlap on these services by other services was not substantial. 
The overlap on Focus by CLCH was 36%^ by QBGLC lB%^ by IPA 6k%^ by BHI 21%^ 
and by LPGA U9%, The overlap on QBGLC by IPA was 60%^ by BHI 17^ and by 
CLCH^ PAIS and Focus 23%. 

5* 5 Coverage of journal articles by secondary services 

As with eriininologr^ a supplementary check of coverage by secondary 
services was made against individual articles. The three highest ranked 
primiy journals in the mtudy of journal coverage (see 5*2 (ii) ) were 
chosen for the study* Two of the journals ^ P ublic Administration and 
Public Administration Review ^ are national professional jouraala specialiEing 
in the subject areai the third^ International Review of Agmnistrative 
Science ^ covers a broader subject area* 

Twenty-Height out of 112 articles (eveiy fourth article, starting with 
the first) in the 1970- issues of the three primary journals formed the san^le 
to test article coverage and time lag by secondaiy services* Intern_ationa l 
Review of Administrative Science contributed to the sample 7 articles. 
Public Acbrdnistration 6 articles, and Public Adirdnist ration Review 15 articles ; 
^ the larger nt^ber of articles for FAB was a result of greater publicatior} 

ERs^C frequency and a tendency to publish fairly short articles. A list of the 
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articles chosen is given in Appendix 

Nine BeGOndaiy services from the journal coverage aiid overlap 
study were chosenj according to availability- Political SGience ^ 
Bulletin Analytique de Documentation ^^^ ^ Index to Per iodioal Articles ^

As with criininoloQr^ the checking of articles in the secondary 
services vas hindered by poor author and subject indexing | it is therefore 
not possible to be absolutely certain that all possible articles were founds 

The results of the stu^ of coverage of articles in primary journals 
by secondaiy services are given in Tables and El* 

Of the 7 articles from International Review of A^dnistrative Sciences ^ 
2 services ( ABC and PAA ) gave coi^lete coverage; these services gave the beet 
coverage of the other two primaiy jouroals as wellj though for Public 
Administration Review BA gave as good coverage as PAA , The overall level 
of coverage was not very different for all three primaa^ journals. 

ABC covered all the articles SM^led and its perforinance was approached 
only by PAA , No other service covered as many as half the articles^ though 
WQF and M covered k6% and h3% respectively. Both IBSS and IPSA gave poor 
coverage, but these two services are not exclusively concerned with public 
administration. Although PAA is the main abstracting journal in the field, 
for two journals it gave incoi^lete coverage, in one case mssing 6 out 
of 15 articles. 

From a test with such a sm-11 san^le it would be dangerous to draw 
too many conclusions , but the test does show how unsafe it is to rely on 
any service for co^lete coverage. The fact that PAA is specifically orientatec 
to public administration and covers maiiy jouraals needs to be taJten together 
with its i^erfect coverage of some at least of those jouraals.

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6.0 TIME LAG BETWEEN ORIGINAL PUBLICATION AND APPMRANCE IN SECONDARY SERVICES 

6.1 Probleins^f studying time lag 

The opportunity was taken to use the same sables of articles used for 
supplemental^ tests of coverage (see sections U.3 and 5.5) to examine the time 
lag between first publication and entiy in seoondary services. Since the saii^les 
were small, the results are no more than indicative, 

A number of factors can cause delay between the publication of a primiy 
article and its listing in a secondary service. For exai^le, the primaiy and 
secondaiy journals may be published in different countries'; the form of listing, 
eg. abstracting, detailed subject indexing and claasifioation, may cause delay;' 
secondaiy services vaiy in frequency of publication; and services may be subject 
to admnistrative chajiges , eg. no parts of Crime md Delinquency Abstracts were 
actually published during 1970. 

The dates of publication of the primaiy journal and the secondaiy service 
must also be considered. The date on the title-page may not represent the month 
of mailing to subscribers; delays occur in posting and mail strikes con^licate 
the issue further. In this study it was neeesaaiy then to standardize dates of 
publication and to consider time lag in relation to the availability of primaiy 
and secondaiy sources in British libraries. For this reason dates of receipt of 
the criminology journals in the libraiy of the Cambridge University Institute of 
Criminology were taken as the effective dates of publication in the UK; for 
Psychological Abstracts and Sociological Abstracts , the dates used were those of 
receipt in Cambridge University library. Had the exercise been carried out in the 
USA a different set of results would have emerged; and still different results if 
it had been carried out in France or Germany. 

6.2 Criminology 

From Table 26 the performance of the services may be coi^ared. It can 
be seen that primary journals published in the US appear more quickly in US 
secondaiy sources, and that services such as the British Jnn.n»i of Crf^n„m 
listing of current contents, give a speedy listing of both UK and US primaiy 
Abatracts on Criminolo^ and v..r.^.^ r has the lowest range of delay.

Trie data on time lag is suimnarised in Tables E7 ajrid IS , Tlie main 
' conclusions drawn from Table 27 are that the pron^t appearance of a primary 
journal article in a eecondary service is greatly aided by the fj'^iquent publication 
of the service. The seird-^monthly service RPGP has a good record on time lag, as 
does PLI , published 12 times per year^ but these results are affected by the fact 
that the time lag figures for PLI and RPGP do not ta^e into account the delay 
between their stated appearance and their receipt in libraries; instead values 
were confuted from their publication dates* T^e type of document processing 
also affects time lag^ the systematic indexes ( PAA and IBSS ) perform less well 
than straightforward title indexes ( PLI BTd WQF ) , However^ when the overall 
effectiveness of a service is considered the time advantage may not be so 
in^ortantj although ^ good current awareness necessitates low time lag. The service 
IPA iianages to produce brief abstracts and keep time lag down to between 3 to 5 
months. The variations in raJige can be attributed largely to the better 
performance of secondary services for national ^Tournals ; for example, ABC Pol Sci 
covers all the articles in Public Administration Review (US) within 5 months, 
but 8 months was required to cover all the articles in International Review of 
the Administrative Sciences (Belgium)* It was iitpossible to obtain information 
f^r PAIS due to the practice of discarding individual issues once the cumulative 
volume had been received. 

Table E& shows that full coverage of the sa^le of articles was obtained 
after 25 ninths. Some 50^ of the articles were covered within 5 mnths. Three 
services in particular were largely responsible for the *long tail^: IBSS ^ IPSA , 
md PAA .

?•! Citation clustering techniques and their application to the study of 
secondly ^^jy^^^ 

In addition tp the overlap studies, a test was made of the eoyerage of 
eecondary services in criminology by con^aring it with clusters of journals 
derived from analyses of citation data. 

Various clustering technig^ues are available for grouping journals. The 
method chosen by DISISS was non^hierarchicalg based on a SCI CON algorithm 
• (Bath University^ 1973) ^ It is usual to produce independent groins of journals • — 
(ie not overlapping) s as well as overlapping groups* Both types are of potential 
interest for the rationalization of secondary services* The most obid.ous 
application is to coi^are the clusters derived from this procedure with the 
■"^journals actually covered by secondaiy sermceSa and to identify groups of 
journals covered poorlyj or not at alls by existing services. The study of 
arinu-nologr citations ahowed groups of journals that were receiving little or 
no coverage by existing services. 

Some of the technical problems involved in clustering have been discussed 
elsewhere (Bath University 5 1973 and 197^) * A particular problem relates to the 
density of citations available (and therefore 3 indirect ly? to the selection of 
sources from which citations are taken) • As wide a range of citations as possible 
should be collected for any particiU.ar subject or group of users* For exBiwple^ if 
the citation patterns of physicists are to be studieda the sources used shotJ^d 
include journals that form the main body of physics, and also peripheral journals 
(which may of course be the core journals of other disoiplines ) * This makes it 
possible for clusters to be developed in sub^sureas of the subject 3 as well as in 
interdisciplinary 5 new 5 and peripheral areas* If the selection of source journals 
is restrictedj the chance of findings groups of journals which would otherwise 
have gone unidentified (groups which may be especially interesting for coverage 
policies ) is reduced. 

The objective of clustering is to provide valid groupings of journals 3 
preferably clearly defined (in terms of existing classifications s md user groups)? 
the clusters should also be reliable (ie simlar studies must provide basically 
■ the seme results* For this 5 a substajntial Mnoimt of citation data is ideally recjiired 
(DISISS had some JOjOOO citations available), with not mai^ citations to journris 
completaly outside the discipline. This condition can be difficult to f^fil, 
. because a typical distribution of citations has a long 'tail' of infrequently cite'd 
Q^ou^^B (Bath University, 19T4), artd'^some of thtse are likely not to be within 



data the tail of the freq^ueney distribution can be Smittedj and Glittering 
teehniq^uei applied to the remainder; in this ways reliability and validity 
of clusters are increased. 

For Bny given set of citation data it is possible to pro^de a vwiety of 
clusters s depending u^on the cluster method usedj and also upon the de^ee of 
resolution of clusters demanded* It is helpful to consider some of the min 
types of clusters available i and thm to shov to what ertent the results of 
clustering can be meaningfully applied to the assessment of secondary sermces* 

First I it is possible to produce from the se^e citation data a smaller 
or Istt-ger nimtoer of clusters. The larger clusters would represent 'si^erclusteri' 
and the smaller clusters ■ subcl'^ters' ^ jud^ent then has to be used as to which 
pattern to use for assessing the cover^e of secondeay services. It mght be 
considered that a subject is conposed of 5 say| three major fieldsi the citation 
data TFiight well grov^ natm-ally into three cluiters^ or they might not. In the 
latter case^ an atteja^t could be made to derive three clusters 5 biit this might 
be som,ewhat artificial^ and it wo^d probably be better to reconsider the tradl- 
tion^ly established subject bound^ies* 

4 Where overlapping is allowed^ the clusters may say something about the 
natiu'a of the subject field* If two clusters are identified with a large overlaps 
this suggests that the data should be reana^ysed to see if a larger number of 
clusters with a hi^er degree of indepandence emerged. If the resulting clusters 
still had a common overlaps this would indicate the emstence of a oentral part oftii 
discipline. This approach might offer a method for defining the core area of 
a subject* . * ■ 

At each stage in clustering it is desirable to compare the resets with 
the existing coverage patteras of seeondai^ services- The most likely findings 
arei (a) existing secondary servicesj by md la^ges grot^ journals together in 
a way similw to the citation clusters (b) some citation clusters are not 
covered by existing secondajey services^^(eg-a sub-field of a nmjor discipline 
or perhaps a new field of reseMch)- Wiere there is a good imtch between 
cl'^ters derived from citation data and the groups of journals covered by 
eecondaiy services , confidence in the value of the seconda^ services is enhanced. 
If secondly servlGes cover ^oi^s of journals which users themselves ^oup 
togetheri there is good reason to si^pose that these eervices ^e providing 
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relevant bibliographical control. 

When groups of jownals related ^by citation data are found that aje 
not covered by secondary servlcei^ or that are thinj^r spread across a veiy 
large number^ the i^lications for rationriization e^e fairly clear. An obvious 
gap in the coverage of the seconds^ services could be rectified^ either by 
a new service or by increasing the coverage of existing services* Conversely ^ 
if a seoondaiy service covers jownals that do not appear in clusters derived 
from citation analyses , these journals may need to be examned for their true 
relevance to the subject field. If citation data could be nwDnitored from time 
to time to assess the extent to which new groups we^e identifiable ^ whether 
they arise from the creation of new jouraals, or regrouping of existing journals 5 
or both, appropriate modi^cationa to secondaiy service coverage coiild be made* 

Difficulties occiir where it is not possible to find clusters of journals 
which closely match the groups of journals covered by secondaiy sprvices, and 
where it is not possible either to rtnd groups of journeLLs which a^e neglected 
by secondaiy services. The difficulty stems in part from the nature of the 
clustering techniques- Statistically 5 they are such that a large number of ' 
different types of cluster ^e potentially available from the same set of data. 
Criteria of consisteneyj validity and definitiveness can be statistical decisions 
rather than subject related ones. For exa^le, it. is possible to produce cli^ters 
that are independent ^ or overlapping^ ^and at the same tiM accorat for most of the 
variance of the data- It would appew* that some of the criteria for deciding 
upon the type and nmbers of clusters are 2© re relevant ^ from a subject angle* 
than others; a clustering a^^eriment which produced very clearly defined clusters 
but which accounted for only about JO^^sayi of the variance in the citation data 
would perhaps not be acceptable from a subject point of view^ whereas a clustering 
es^eriment which produced less clearly defined clusters but accounted for (say) 
90^ of the variance would be acceptable. 

7,2 Results of the criminology clustering study 

The identity of clusters depends on the density of citation data used 
mi the sapling of sources and citations; the performance of the clustering 
algorithm; and the hianaji recognition and najning of the elusters, usu^y on 
ERXC evidence of journal title names. Although the total nuj^er of citations

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analysed by DISISS was vezy la^ge^ the number " releYant to smaller fields 
was not veiy great. No doubt ^ given a greater density of citation data^ 
different and M3re valid patterns could be producedp Thm replication of 
experiments would be valuable^ alsos discarding peripheral sotffce jownale 
could result in more 'valid clusters. The algorithm used here appears to be 
reasonably efficients when used with bibliographical data. 

A cluster analysis of journal titles cited in a gro'up of crimnologsr 
source journals for 1970 identified about nine main groupings of journal titles. 
The journals fomd in the nine clusters jre listed in Table 29- Clusters 1 to 5 
were well defined by algorithm^ whereas clusters 6 to 6b were poorly defined, in 
that the journals did not form cleaj* elusterSj but a large group with much 
overlap between cliistera. The poor definition of the criminology :Gli;eter is 
partly due to the behaviour of the algorithm; it suggests that criminologir 
journals do not cite one another strongly or cite much crimlnolo^^. at all, and 
that research undertaken by criminologists often draws hmgnly upon other fields, 
particularly psycholo©^^ psychiatry, law, sociologr and social work, 
joimials in the criminolo^ cluster 6 include titles which appear together at 
most levels of cliastering^ much the same featm^e is true of the police and law 
journals in cluster ?• In fact, cluster € contains as many social and general 
psychologr titles as criminolo©^- 

The coverage by secondary services of journal titles in the 9 clusters 
is summarized in Table 30, In general i the coverage is poor- There tends to 
be better coverage of the smriler clusters. In no ease does any one secondary 
service cover all titles in a cluster i; 

Althou^ the coverage of all titles in clusters is poors the coverage 
of some titles in a cluster presents a more encouraging picture. Journal of 
Criminal Law^ Criminology" and Police Science ( JCTiCTS ) covers half of the police 
and law cluster 7 but nothing in the other clusters; since J CLOPS is usurily 
confined to police and forensie matters 5 it wo^d not be expected to extend 
its coverage to other clusters. ThuS| the cluster pattems almost predict a 
servica which actually exists- Three servieeSs Br i t i gh _ Journj^^f, Or imi nolo 
( BJC ) 3 Grime and Delinquency Abstracts ( CPA ) ^ and Crime and Delinquency 
Literature ( CDL ) , cover some material in all biA one or two clusters. The 
exceptions seem reasonable enough - ^Tfl does not cover titles in the law or

Abstracts on CrimnoloCT and PenolOOT ( AQP ) ^ covers material in all clusters ^ 
including 15 out of 3^ titles in the medical psycholo^ cluster 1$ but only 
3 out of 17 titles in the psychotherapy cluster U. This may not matter since v 
services euch as Index MediGus ^ Excerpta Medica and Psychological Abstracts exist., 
More serious is the inadeq^uate coverage of titles in the crimnolo©' cluster 65 
although the preser^ of at least one journal in this cluster might be challenged, a 
could the absence of others (eg Howard Joi;^al )^ even allowing for the poor 
definition of this cluster. In view of this, the present results shoiiid be seen 
as no npre than indicatives but sufficiently promising to justify studies in 
greater depth in particul^ areas. 

Given a poor match between iervices and clusters, what can be done to- 
i^rove matters? One possible solution would be to extend the coverage of A^ s 
which has the best or equal best perfori^ce and i^ore the remainder, in all 
clusters but one (Law). Another woi0.d be to allQcate cli^ters between services, 
so that one seridce,..cpnoentrated on legia aspects ^ another on sociological and 
psychological aspects, and so on^ but this would retuire machinery for close j 
cooperation. Or some secondary services might cover selectively the whole field 
or particular subjects, leaving totsa coverage to "one service. Or psyehologr coT;Q.d 
be deliberately excluded end left to medical and psychological abstracting service^ 
since the psyeholosr journals appearing in the clusters are only a small portion ; 
of all those that may have occasional ^ticles relevant to criminolo^r , 

The chief value of the present clustering study is not as a definitive 
indication of desirable coverage, but as showing the rmge and natm*e of relevant 
literature j ajid suggesting new journals to be oovered* It coi;Q.d also suggest 
that some joimials need not be covered. However, to extend coverage beyond a 
certain point would add much more to the cost thfui to the performance of a 
service^ while to substitute a journal in one of the clusters for a journal 
covered but not in the clusters might be merely to replace one fringe item by 
another. To attempt to cover all literature of potential relevance to crimnolo^, 
would require not only an eno^^us effort but an enormously large service. 
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8*0 COMMENTS MD CONCLTBIONS 

Studies of overlap and coverage | especially of the rather unsophisticated 
type used hereg have obvious limitations. They can give guidance as to what 
services have to be used by aji individual to achieve reasonable coverage of a 
given subject area^ and can indicate iB^erfections of coverage in particular 
services* They can demonstrate the userb problems^ but not necessarily the 
producer's solutions. What Mrals can a producer draw from such studies? 

Comparisons' of the kind used in this study are somewhat unfair 5 in that 
the services compared have different objectives and audiences. A serviQe may 
aim merely to notify persons practically involved in public adminietration of 
a few selected articles believed to be of relevmce and interest to them; it 
may go further, ajid promde abstracts which either serve as substitutes for 
the full text or indicate which articles need to be read in full - such a 
ser^ce is the Quarterly Bulletin of the Greater London Council . Or a service 
may have as its objective the speedy notification of readily accessible items, 
like Recent Publications on Governmental Froblettis * It may try to cover 
co^rehensively the literature of a given countiy in a partici^ar fields like 
Australiaji public Affairs Information Service . It m&y aim at selective 
coverage in a very wide field, like some of the services studied for coverage 
of public administration; it would obvioiisly not be fair to judge IBSS purely 
by its coverage of public administration . A serinLce may attest to prpvide an 
* archival* bibliography of sipiificant publications in a subject ^ for 
retrospective searching, like IBSS . Iderily, the coverage of every service 
should be judged according to its objectives, if these can be identified* The 
atten^jt to identify objectives from the services themselves suggests that in 
some, perhaps imny, cases they have not been clearly thou^t out, let alone 
specified. Whether the objectives themselves are sensible is aiiother matter^ 
for exajjplej it would hardly be veiy wise to aim to serve prison officers with 
a coniprehenaive current abstracting service in criminology' , nor to supply 
researchers with a few rudimentary references every six months , Thus, both 
the objectives of a service need to be exaiu.ned| aiid the extent to which these 
objectives are met,

The total possible number of co^inations of all these factors would 
anmunt to 2l6. This is a minimi figure, since coverage should be considered 
as a continuum rather than a distinct choice - for exs^le it could be very 
broad, broad, moderate, narrow or veiy narrow, mi the same applies to selectivity 
and co^rehensiveness . In fact, some of the combinations can be quickly ruled 
out - for ex«^le, the two mentioned above. In particular, limts caii be set 
on the range of services to be given to local users and to practitioners. 
Nevertheless, the range of possibilities is still wide, and the coverage that 
is desirable may be greatly affected by various combinations of other factors. 
For ex^le, a selective service in public administration for loe^ practitioners 
would require a different coverage from an eqimlly seleative service aimed at 
researchers throughout the worlds and items chosen as of imediate Interest would 
not necessarily, indeed probably not, be the same as those selected for an 
'archival' biblio^aph^. 

Even within a given user group - say resewchers - some users may 
prefer low noise (high preoislon), while othew may accept a hi^ noise level 
in order to obtain material on the fringes of their subject area. Again, they 
nay have a bias towards literature in a given language (particularly if they 
are social scientists) or from a given countiy (eg public administrators in 
Britain probably have little interest in public admnistration in the Soviet 
Union), 

The first question is whether cohererit user groups can in fact be 
identified. In the case of practitioners, this is probably not difficult, 
because professions define their own user groups, such as social workers. 



.if ■ 1 < 
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Research is however constajitly shifting its toimdaries ^ this is 
a fundamental means of gro^h ajid progress - and it is also a highly indiiddual 
process. A promsing way of identijEying research iiser groups is by studying 
the relationships they establish among thenmelves - vhom they read and cite, 
and who reads and cites them* Citation clusterings as used in this and other 
studiass can thus help to identify relationships and user groups. 

Even when groups have been identifieds they my not prove large enough 
to jiiatijEy a special service in published form (a^ distinct from individually 
profiled SDI services) , nor may they include all t^ers. For exaiplas social 
work administrators may have needs that are both wider and narrower than those 
of social workers in the field, their interests may be hi^ily localisedj and 
there are not very many of them. Researchers nmy be working in highly specialised 
interdisciplinary fields. Nevertheless a system which was adjusted to as many 
as 80 per cent of users wo\ild probably be a substantial ij^rovemant on the preeent 
system- 
Given a considerable variety of user groiflps with different types of 
needj each of which might be held to require a distinctive type of services 
can the present pattern of services be in^rovedj and is there any scope for 
rationalisation to reduce effort and cost? There are really two q^uestionsi 
whether the infoMation exists ^ or can be obtainedi to aid rationalisation, 
and whether the practical barriers to rationalisation can be overcome • 

The present range of choice between services is clearly a wide one. 
How satisfactory it is for such users as^ egj practitioners needing a fast 
selective service co^d be ascertained only by far more complex tests than 
those used in the present study. For a researcher doing a coi^lete literature 
searchi particularly if he wants abstracts i there is no fully adequate service ^ 
he would have to use several to approach full coverage. 

The scale of the problem Qon hardly be denied. The primary literature 
is now veiy voli^noue and the secondary ser^ces exist to provide access to it. 
However, secondary services have grown at an even faster rate than primary 
aerviQes (see DISISS Report A2). In I9OO there were 25i in 1970 702 current 
seaondaiy eervices (some of them included in primaiy journals )| in the foiir 
years I965-1968 alone 100 new sermcei appeared, Tables 31 and 33 show both the

It has been shoTO in several studies as well as the present one 
that to obtain reaLSonable coverage of relevant literatiire any user has 
noraaU^ to use 5 or 6 services s and this situation is like3^ to get worse 
if present trends continue • We know also that even researchers in the 
sociai sciences use on average fewer tha^ two seriri-ces* Either there should 
be fewer and larger serirtceSg or services should be much better adjusted to 
user gro\;qps. The problem with the fomer alternative is not so much that 
larger services tend to be es^ensive - the total cost would probab^ be much 
less than a nimber of smaller services - but that size creates problems of 
usability; either each issue has to be veiy large or issues have to appear 
veiy frequently^ and effectiveness appears likely to be reduced both by 
increased bulk and, by increased freq^uency of issues (see DISISS Report B3) * 
As for better adjustment of services to user gro'^Sj the problem here are. 
of practicability " exactly how, can better adjustment be achieved? 

The ciirrent situations in criminolo©^ and public admnistration are 
veiy different. There a^e several services specifically concerned with 
crimnology^ none of them is ideals though one ( Abstracts on Criminolo^ and 
Penology^ ) has a veiy good coverage and Crime and Delinquency Literature 
supplements it usefully. In publie administration ^ there is only one major 
service ( Public Administration Abstraets ) strictly devoted to the subject^ 
a few minor onesj and nianerous more general indexing and abstracting services 
most of which contain releviuat material not included in PAA 4 several had 

good coverage of public admnistration ( Billet ih^^ijlytiq.ue de Document at ion

Bulletin ^ and perhaps Recent Publications on Qovernmental Problems > The 

problem of selection and use of services is thus much greater than with 

criminologr. 

In view of the effort and cost involved in the pioduction of 
eecondaiy services ^ the Inability of any but the richest libraries to proidde 
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more thaii a limited ranges the difficulty users have in selecting which services 
to use and their known reluctance to use more than one or two, the possibility 
of rationalising the present system should at least be considered. ACP mnd. CDL, 
for exaa^lej appear to have similar functions and audiences; a single combined 
service would be much cheaper to produce than two separate services, libraries 
would be more likely to bi^ one service th^ twOp and users would be better 
served. In public administration ^ ABC ^ IBSS and IPSA are presumably aimed at 
similar user groups, though their aims are otherwise different ^0 is a quickly 
available contents listings , IPSA a selective abstracting service 5 and IBSS an 
archival and fairly comprehensive biblio^aphyt There is quite probably room for 
all of these, but each could be inproved in coverage and all would be spared 
some effort and, cost if they cooperated^ for exan^le by establishing a 
coB^rehensive data base which each of the services in turn co'^d use (not 
.necessarily however using all the items in it). PAA could still be produced 
as a specia.1 subset. Rationalisationi of this kind we not likely to take 
place while different org^iisations produce the services in questions unless 
cooperation on a hitherto inconceivable scale occurs* 

The ^minor* services - especially those included in primry journals 
as selective alerting services and those aimed at mainly local audiences - 
could possibly be linked to the 'big' services by using their con^rehensive 
data base as a pool from which to draw such items as they thou^t appropriate 
for their particular purposes* They could supplement these if desired by items 
of local interest* 

A pattern of services such as the above - it is of cpurse only one 
possible pattern ^ would ensure that special user groups were served^ while 
maJ^ing use of more than two services in one field at the most unnecessary » 
The field would overlap with othei^ and to produce a 'rational' system on 
a larger scsLle would require much greater cooperation and coordination * The 
problems of organising services at an international levels not so much for 
co^rehensive coverage as for rapid input of new entries and speedy publications 
are veiy fomidables and it may be necessa^ to settle for something much less 
than a total system ^ perhaps by cooperation between English speaking countries. 
Cooperation between producers within the USA or the IK woi^d be a useful start* 
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The questions considered here have been given increased inportance 
and urgency "by the economic crisis in jouTOal puMishings which must affect 
secondary as well as primry services. At the worsts there might in a few 
years be relatively few survivors, not by my meaiis necessarily the fittest 
in terms of appropriateness to users , but the best able to surmve becaiise 
their markets are well established or because their publishers can provide 
the necessary financial support- As pointed out in DISISS Report aU, 
secondary services are rarely e^^osed to user evaluation; they tend to be 
bought by libraries, which are not normally their main users ^ so that inadequate 
services esyn be perpetuated. At the best, good planning and cooperation 
could result in rather fewer but lODre carefully desipied services ^ with shared 
data bases, planned overlaps, and no gaps in coverage except those deliberately 
left. 

Whether or not coordination gLnd rationalisation prove possible , the 
need to clarify the objectives, functions and audience of any service would 
hardly be denied. The imrB attempt to state precisely whom a service was 
intended to serve, and in what w£^,and on what grounds decisions had been reached 
as to coverage and content, could be a veiy salutary exercise. 

Let us suppose that coherent user grot^s have bban identified- The 
material relevant to them has then ,to be identified. Citation clustering 
can be used for this as well as for identifying research user gro^si serials 
can be grouped into famlieSj and the subjects of these can in tura be used 
to suggest monographB and other new serials of likely relevmice. However^ 
perhaps a better method for small, especially interdisciplinary, fields, and 
usually a siiipler method, wo^d be by lists of jouraals cited by a few key 
jouroals in the centre of the field in question. In some oases the mm of 
both methods co^d be justified. 

Pew services aim to be conrprehensive, and some means of selection may ' 
be needed. In the case of practitioners, the most si^ificant journals can 
probably be identified by consensus - more accm'ately than by citation malyses, 
because many usefi^ practitioner journals are little cited. The identification 
of i^ortmt ^^ieles in other journals is difficulti es^ert judgement to 
select items from a 'pool' (if one exists) of relevant material my be the 
best solution. 
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For researchers, citation ajieayses- can be used to produce lists 
of journals ranked in order of citations to articles (G^field' s 'intact 
factor n 5 and the most highly ranked selected for coverage. It is ii^ortant 
however to ensure that the soijrces of citations that are used are satisfactory. 
For a BerviQe aimed at British political scientists ^ a rank list based on 
three or four key American political science journals wo^d not be ideal. 
Either a large nmber of journals and monographs sho^jid be used as sources , 
or the sources should be carefully selected as being of particular relevance 
to the target user group - in the above exaiflsle, a selection of key British 
journals, with the addition of a few key American and European- joiirnalSs 
would be appropriate. The same principle can be applied in mrm specialised 
subjects: the more specialised the subject, the stronger the case for using 
specialised sources of citation* 

A selective service based solely on a limited number of joiimals 
would miss many inportant items in other journals. Kiese too could be 
identified by citation analyses p but not until several months after their 
publication. The solution may be to select manually from joiirnals just 
below those nost highly ranked in the citation rank lists 5 and supplement 
this selection by the subsequent identification of articles by citations as 
above . 

Not only does a much TOre systematic approach to the design of 
secondary services appear to be badly needed^ but many of the techniques 
necessary appear to be available^ if not to solve all the problems 5 at least 
to aid their solution very significantly. A logical approach woi£Ld be as 
follows : 

Define intended audience 

Refine definition of audience if necessary by cluster analysis 
^ See whether any other service is aimed at this user group 

Decide -imnediate or moderate current awareness , or retrospective 

search capacity 

-le^^l of entry = index entiys annotated entrys short or full 
= 1 abstract 

---broad or narrow coverage 

p- selective or conprehensive coverage 
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Identic - material to be covered 

subject area (by cluster ■ analysis or citations from selected 
soirees) 

- individual items (especially journals and articles) for 

potential coverage (by citation analyses aiid/or expert judgmeni 
individual items (especially jownali and articles) selected 
for inclusion (by citation rmk lists of journ^Ss st^plemented 
by most cited articles ajid non-serial publications and/or manuf 
selection from less-^cited journals) 
Evaluate and refine decisions on coverage, currency and level of entry, 
and determine optimal frequency of issue, by practical e^erimentation 
and user evaluation. 

It is not suggested that ^1 of these processes ^-ould be necessaiy in all 
cases, but the above could be useful if onl^ as a checklist aid to decision makin 
There is much the individual system desi^er can do to iraprove his service; aiid 
clearly much more that coiad be achieved by cooperation. At the very least, 
machinery for cooperation should be seriously conte^lated.
